Ah I had good reason to believe that tin - R'rinm Min Ester’s account of I ho situation 
was the correct one, and that Hardar Assad had merely brought up t.ho Russian troOpa 
again as a form of indirect pressure, 1 did not in my telegmm No, iS7 of the ~3Ui 
February refer to Mardar Ass;id's version of 1 ho crisis. IhiL as ho repented his story 
to Severn I newspaper correspondents, I thought it an well to report it to you in niy 
telegram No, 80 of the ibid March, 

Subsequently, ] -.cut Mr, Churchill again to seethe I Vi me Minister, .who gave tha 
following neeQuiit of the criaift, which I have every reason to believe lo be the correct 
one,, though, no doubt, Hie continued presence of Russian troops, especially those ut 
Kaaviu, is a factor which it i^ impostiible entirely to ignore. 

Thu Prime Minister said that the deputies, while approving the Mimsfem! 

programme submUted to ll. soon after lhi 0|K'tUDg ot I'arliauiem in November last, 

which iticluded a [Wiijt'ch tl foreign advtmc.f 500,000f. and other measures such as 

tho engagement of foreign advise re, now pul every obstacle m their way, even before 
the conditions imposed by Groat 1 Sri torn and Russia had been submitted to them. 


Some of their mem bom sent telegrams, in code, to the provinces and to tho clergy of 
Mesopotamia, with the result that telegrams were coming in from those places pro¬ 
testing against the conclusion of a foreign loan. Others incited the people of Tehran 
to agitate in the samn sense, and this, the Prime Minister said, he and most of his 
colleague* found intolerable, though one or two of them were, unfortunately, taking up 
much the same line as the deputies. 1 uiulersta] d he particularly referred to 
Sani-cd-Dowlek and the new Nationalist .Minister of Finance, Vossouk-ed-Dowleh, who 
both arc said to encourage the Mcdjlisw. 

The Prime Minister went on to sny that, in view of the above rircumstances and 
a host of minor grievances, the Cabinet drew up a sort of ultimatum which they 
submitted to the lUediliss at a secret sitting, nnd ihiU this document, which was still 
under discussion, dealt with the following -subjects :— 

I. Foreign Rdajtimis. —-The Cabinet desired to know whether the Medjlisa wished 
them In pursue a policy of bluster, mV-d-Ws the Russians, with tlie object of obtaining 
the withdrawal of their troops. They main lain that Persia wjl not in a position to 
force Russia to withdraw her troops, and that, in their view, the only way to attain 
their object was to show patience, and to endeavour to gain their end by friendly 
pressure. If any other policy was desired by the Medjlfea, the Cabinet, declared that 
they preferred to resign. 

— Fiiwmial Questions .—Without money, the Cabinet said, it was impossible to 
carry on the (lovarnmant. They were in negotiation with Great Britain and Ruadafor 
an advance as foreshadowed in their pro^anunb, and before tho conditions had been 
submitted hi the Msdjlias an agitation was sot on foot against Et. This the Cabinet 
strongly deprecated, and they begged to be allowed to conduct the negotiations 
unhampered; They undertook to consult the Medjltes in good time if the negotiations 
then in progress should lead to anything. 

Three other subjects were then dealt with, namely, the paying off and, dismissing of 
the so-called Mujaheddin, or armed Nationalists, who include among their ranks n 
number of undesirable Caucasians and other I'iETraJT; the stricter censorship of the 
press, and the parties which have been formed within the Nationalist ranks who, the 
Prime Minister said, wore chiefly occupied in intriguing against each other for private 
and personal motives. 

t sent Mr. Churchill again to-day to see tho Prime Minister on other matters, and 
he qiiked Ins Excellency how the struggle with the Mcdjliss was progressing. Tho 
Prime Minister, who was in a somewhat dejected mood, said that the attitude of tho 
Medjtiss was so intolerable, that ho did not knowhow long he could pul up with. El 
N o answer had ns yet been given to their memorandum, and the Cabinet had yesterday 
sent in n joint reminder, and had demanded an iinumdintc reply, 

l"or the present, therefore, there seems to ho a specie* of deadlock, In which it jh 
noL certain wfiothor tho Cabinot ia ifi'biticall} - in or but of office—a not unpreccdented 
situation m ITrsia—though in priiotjoo tho Ministers are carrying on as if nothing had 
happened.

WITH reference to your telegram No. 472 of last year, to my telegram No. 57 of 
the 14th ultimo, and to your telegram No. 48, I have the honour to report that 
Messrs* Woolf and Osborne arrived m Tehran in December. They gave out that they 
bad come for sport but had had the misfortune to lose their rifles in Russia. In view 
of the story of the lost rifles, it was some days liefore my suspicions were aroused that 
the alleged purpose of their visit was not the real one. I n time, however, a member of 
the Government let out to iny Russian colleague that Mr* Woolf was Imre on business, 
adding that he was a member of an Anglo-Belgian syndicate interested in the Caucasus. 
I questioned Mr* Woolf as to his real business here, but found him reticent. He told 
me, however, that he was not a member of an Auglo-Belgian syndicate, but that he was 
ready for anything that might turn up. Later enquiries of the Persian Government 
showed clearly that Mr. Woolf was in negotiations with them, but I was led to believe 
that it was in connection with a contemplated sale of Crown jewels. 

1 now have the honour to transmit a memorandum prepared by Mr, Churchill, 
narrating an interview he lias had with a representative of the Ministers of Finance and 
Education, who are the Ministers who have had most to do with Mr. Woolf and Ids 
friend, giving an account ol the negotiations which have resulted in the international 
syndicate's optamiug the option indicated in your telegram No, 48. You will observe 
that the two Ministers, who arc aware that a protest is coining from the two legations, 
seek to palliate their having conducted these negotiations unbeknown to the British 
Legation, and aver that they have received offers of financial assistance from Germany. 
Mr* Church ill in his first draft of the enclosed memorandum had written that these 
oilers l> hud been entirely rejected,’ a phrase to which Mbi n-e 1 - Vi ssureh objected, 
suggesting that the words li no attention is being paid to them 1 ' should be substituted.

MOIN-EL-VIZAUEH came to see me to-day, and told me that he had been 
authorised by Vosouk-el-Dowleh and Sanbed*Dowleh to give the legation a full account 
of the Persian Governments negotiations with Mr. Woolf. 

When Mr, Woolf first came to Tolu ati he said lie represented a syndicate, composed 
of certain English financiers, w hich was prepared to help the Persian Government to 
develop their resources, and he was ready to discuss any project the Persian Govern¬ 
ment might like to undertake. At first only jewels were discussed, and later, after 
Mr. Blake had been to Tehran, Mr. Woolf suggested that the Persian Government 
should capitalise their interest in the Anglo-Persian Oil Company, This led to 
negotiations, mid il was arranged that Mr. Woolf should return to London to try to 
camelude an arrangement by which the Persian Government should receive a mini of 
money guaranteed by their interest in the oil company; but as some years would 

probably elapse before any iw.-mie came in to the Persian Govori.. Imm this source, 

it was arranged that other revenues, not already engaged (such as the Mint) should bo 
assigned as guarantees lor the advance in the interval*

The Persian Government did not take the British Minister into their confidence at 
the time, because they thought he would probably prefer not to he officially aware of 
the negotiations. In view of the relations between Great Britain and Russia, and 
feeling that Russia would be opposed to the proposed transaction, the Persian Govern¬ 
ment thought His Majesty's Minister would only he embarrassed by being informed of 
the negotiations and that he probably preferred Lo remain in official ignorance of them. 

The two Ministers further instructed MomreLYLzareh to say that the Persian 
Government felt confident of Great Britain’s .sympathy and of her sincere desire to help 
Persia to put her house: in order, but that they were by no means so confident on (Ids score 
as to Russia; on the contrary, they felt that Russia was endeavouring by a policy of 
” gin-pricks " to gradually make the work of Government impossible and to embarrass 
the Persian Government in every conceivable manner. They found that when one 
incident had 'Essen raised and with difficulty settled, another immediately cropped up. 
In view of this state of affair^ and seeing that the request made by the Persian 
Government to the two Powers for an advance on the 13th December was not rtnswoved 
for nearly two months and that the two Minister's did not during that interval give 
the Persian Government any encouragement, they felt themselves justified in looking 
about for some means of extricating themselves from the financial embarrassments 
which surrounded them. In doing this they did apt think, and do not think, there 
was any disloyally in discussing a capitalisation of their ii threats in an English 
company which were so far a taolu tely unpledged, Fur from expecting any opposition 
on the part of Great Britain, though they ware not surprised to see it coming from 
Ruttehi, they ox petted to receive help, When the conditions for an advance were put 

before the Persian Gover.eat they were found to contain numerous political clauses 

which were quite unexpected, and this, the Persian Government thought, entirely 
justified the course they had pursued. Moin-el-Yizareh said, in reply to my inquiry, 
that the two Ministers find not given him any definite information for the legation as to 
whether any written engagement had be on entered into with Mr, Woolf or not, but he 
said tie was authorised to say, very confide] it sally, that, to prove their loyalty in 
the mutter of their relations with other Bowel's, they could tell the legation that offers 
had been made Lo them by othoiH, to which no attention was being paid. They only 
entered into negotiations with Mr, Woolf because they were convinced that no other 
Power was behind him, l asked whether by ,L other Powers'' he referred to Germany, 
and to tliia ho answered in the affirmative.

No. 4-2 of the Sod March, I have the honour to transmit herewith copy of the agreement 
concluded between the Persian Government and the Imperial Bank on the 9th instant, 
which gives the bank a mint monopoly for one year. 

Technically, the Persian Government reserve to themselves “the entire monopoly 
of importing silver for coinage by the Imperial .Mini," hut as they have not the necessary 
capital available for the purpose, they appoint the Imperial Bank “solo agents for the 
purchase of such silver,” and the bank agrees to provide 200,900/. for this object, which 
is to be repaid as the silver is coined, 

It is calculated by the hank manager that, if the whole 00,900,000 miscals of 
silver (day, 1,000,000/, worth) is imported in the year, the Persian Government's 
approximate profit should be from 15 to 29 per cent., or, $ay, 150,000?. to 200,900/. 

'Hie advance of 209,009/.. is, of course, niot an advance to the Persian Government, 
as at no time will Et be at them disposal : but the batik baa agreed to give the Persian 
Government in advance, “should the necessity arise, the approximate pit)fit accruing 
on each parcel of silver gent to the mint. 1 ' This in practice will only amount to the 
placing at the disposal of the Persian Government, perWjti a fortnight in advance, tha 
emus due to them by t|m bank on account of their profit. 

The advantage to the Government lays in the fact that they are dealing with an 
honest institution, and will he certain of obtaining direct a handsome profit out. of the 
remit, instead of, sls formerly, leaving it in the hands of a native limner, and obtaining 
only as much as could be squeezed out of him. 

Besides the 9 percent- interest on advances and the \ per cent, commission on the 
value of the silver imported, the bank will have the immense advantage of being the 
aolu holders of kmus, and thereby being able to dictate their own. terms in the matter 
of purchasing any bills cm Europe which may be offlered either for the purpose of a 
foreign loim to ill# Persian Government or in tht: ordinary course of commerce, and the 
hank is to he congratulated on having secured ho advantageous a business. 

Politically, the agreement is an object, lesson in the manner in which a financial 
arrangement with such flu ■-read dug effects can be concluded secretly, speedily, and 
without the official cognisance of the Medjlisa. The negotiations were conducted by a 
deputy with the bank direct, and the legation waa in no way brought into the 
discussions, though Mr. Rogers laid the matter before me by order of his board of 
directors, I lelt obliged to inform you of the proposals by telegraph, so as to 'give you 
an opportunity of expressing your views ns to whether the arrangement should be 
concluded without consulting the Russian <Sovernumm ; but having regard to your 
decision not to interfere In tin- mutter, l hive not men tinned it tcutiy Russian colleague.

60 ,00u,000 miscals, but it is. understood that should it not be profitable* on account oi 
the rate of exchange and the price of silver, to import this amount it will net he binding

6 . Thu Persian Government agrees to pay the Imperial Bank of Persia a commission 
of £ per cent, on the value of all Ur silver imported during the period of this agrees 
ment H this commission to be calculated on the sterling cost, ot the silver payable in krans 
at the sains rate for sterling as fixed for each parcel of silver purchased. 

7 . The Imperial Bank of Persia agrees to provide such sums us shall be required 
from time- to time for the purchase of bar silver to the extent of 290,000?,, ol which tho 
equivalent is. to be repap. as the silver is coined by the Imperial Mint; Interest on all 
piich advances to bo at the rate of 9 por cent, par annum, 

8 . All silver <tu route to Tehran, in the tank, and at tho mini during the process 
of coinage and otherwise will remain under hypothecation to the Imperial Bank of 
Persia as security for the sums advanced. It is agreed that, should the necessity^ 
arise, the approximate profit accruing to the Persian Government on each parcel oi 
silver sent to the mint is to he held at. their disposal from time to time in advance, lull 
provision, however, being allowed for the refund of the cost ot such silver, with the 
charges and interest thereon, to the Imperial Bank of Persia, It is also agreed that 
the amount of silver necessary to be at the mint at any one time in order to keep tlm 
machinery fully employed is considered to bo about 50,090/.*

Sardar Assad* when I mentioned the feelirig against him in the south, affecteil to nudro 
light of it He said he had sent conciliatory messages to Sonlet-cd-Dowleh. What 
effect these have had on the Kmhgai cluof f do not yet know, but that the Sheikh of 
Mohanunerah is still apprehensive is clear from bis pressing me (see my telegram 
No. 127 of the 23rd Instant) for guarantees against Bakhtiari encroachments. I am 
assuring him in reply that 1 am watching the situation closely, and that I think he 
exaggerates the danger. At the same time, t am giving him a general promise of support 
if represantationa from himself to the central Government do not stop the encroachments 
ho complains of. 

The new Governor of Pars, his Highness Zafar-es-Saltaneh, has left Tehran for 
his post, but is now waiting at Kum for the troops which are to accompany him. 
The Persian Government, it appears, is experiencing some difficulty in mobilising this 
small force owing to lack of funds. Meanwhile, the state of the southern roads 
shows no improvement. The Rushire-Shirasi road vifl, Jireti m, it is true, working 
fairly under Soiiletoed-Bowleh’s auspices, but the main route is completely blocked 
by disorders.

I told M, Isyoleky that I was glad we liad come to an agreement aa to the text of 
tho communication to be made to the Persian Government^ and that the racessary 
instructions had now been sent to Sir George Barclay and M. Poklewski, It would he 
wc!] that the Persian Government should receive a warning as soon as possible. His 
Excellency remarked that as long as Great Britain and Russia held firmly together 
titey were on very strong ground, lie had not heard positively that there was any 
immediate intention on the pnrt of German financiers to make an advance, and they 
would find the obstacles in their way very serious if they seriously contemplated such 
a step* As to railway concessions, he was beginning to regard that question with a 
certain quietude, Even supposing that the Persian Goveiruprieat, in spite of our 
warnings, granted a concession, it would he impossible for the Germans to put it into 
execution, in any ease until the Bagdad Railway was constructed. The Russian 
Government would decline to allow any material to go in transit through Russian 
territory, T remarked that material could be imported from the south by sen. The 
cost of transport would perhaps be very great for northern lines, bid for lines in the 
south the same difficulties would not exist. 

\ Is volsky remarked that in Ms view the action of Germany was prompted by 
various motives. The Government perhaps wished to show tlie German public that 
(hoy were ready to encourage and promote German enterprises in a new fieldanti 
they also might think that they could put pressure on Russia to be conciliatory in 
m[liters connected with the Bagdad Railway. There was,further, the desire to impress 
on IttjflBia that her understanding with England did not preserve her from admonitions 
from Bering ajid there was possibly a hope that some divergence of views might be 
developed between England and Russia. ,f Eufin,” he said, L[ il y a un pen de tout ” 
in this last move of Germany. 

I observed that I he press had now got wind of what was passing, and ho said that 
simie Russian journals had already taken up the matter.

WITH reference to Sir G. Barclay's telegram No, 109 of the 14th ultimo relative 
to the desire of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company to place a launch and barges on the 
Upper Karim for the transportation of material required in connection with the 
exploitation of their oil fields, I transmit to you herewith copy of a letter from the 
company offering further observations on the subject* 

You will observe that the company contend that concession to the Nasiri Company 
of the exclusive right to navigate the Upper Kanin can no longer be regarded as valid, 
inasmuch as the company have failed to fulfil the obligations imposed on them by its 
terms, and that, as a matter of fact, it has been already infringed, since no attempt has 
ever been made to prevent its violation by country boats. 

The considerations advanced by the company in this letter appear to me to have 
weight, and I have to request you to endeavour to arrange that permission should be 
given them to place the three barges on the river, using, if you should see no

1 HAVE the honour to report that the "Novoe Vremva ” publishes an article 
to-day on the attacks which are now being made on the Anglo-RueBian agreement euj 
it affects Persia. The journal begins by pointing out that the attacks are coming from 
three sources; from the reactionary portion of the Russian press, and from the 
Chauvinistic newspapers in Germany and lire Radical in England. It considers that a 
cause which can bring into harmony three such diametrically opposed schools of 
thought must be of real importance. The article then proceeds to an examination of 
tiie statement, which h sr appeared in Ate *' Yossische Zeiiung,” that England and 
Russia have no more rights in Persia than 1ms Germany, and are therefore not on 
strong ground in making a protest- against the action of German inlanders who are 
attempting to obtain concessions in Persia, and arc offering loam* free from the onerous 
conditions imposed by England and Russia. Tip <c Kovoe Yremyu” combats this 
statement, and replies that the so-called onerous conditions are nothing more than a 
proper guarantee over the expenditure, and ilia} England and Russia are ready to 
supply money for the needs of the Persian State, but not for the purpose of enriching 
cipriipt officials, who might profit by the absence of control which Germany offers in 
return for a high rate of'interest. The “ Vossiache JSeiumg ” in not content with this, 
but endeavours to convince England that Russia will never withdraw her troops from 
Northern Persia, and warns Englishmen against their Governmeut, who have allowed 
Russia tu take advantage of the difficulties which England is encountering in Egypt 
and India to obtain n torn fooling in Persia, To those charges the “ Novoe Vrennya" 
replies that the German paper has evidently three objects in view : (1) To incite public' 
Opinion in Persia against Russia ; (2) To raise doubts in Jin gland as to the value of 
tbe Anglo Russian agreement; (3) To obtain a new sphere of activity for German 
bankers. The journal considers that these insinuations have not been without effect on 
the English Radical press, which still maintains its old attitude towards Russia, and 
appears to imagine that Husain is hoping for economic chaos in Persia, and under cover 
of tile A itglo-Russian agreement is pursuing this aim,, Thu " Ncvoe Viemyu” 
stigmatises Ibpo fears as ridiculous, and points mu that Russia, who has invested large 
sums of money m Persia, wlio is daily losing her trade, and who has incurred great, 
expense in dispatching troops to Persia and in maintaining others on the frontier ready 
tor any emergency, is jib interested in tliy restoration of law and order in Persia as any 
country, But English Radical iicwspapers, such as the u Manchester Guardian." 
cannot or will aofc look at tho question from tide point of view, and go hand in hand 
with the German chauvinists in their efforts to sow discord between England 
end Russia. Thus the “ Hamburger Nachriehten," while deprecating the handle 
supplied by the action of German financiers in Persia to the I Indian and English press

The article points out I hat Germany has obtained a wide held for the activity of her 
financiers in Asia which she has far from utilised* the Bagdad Bailway being still 
incomplete from lack of funds, and It therefore considers that German interference in 
Persia is not to be explained by a natural endeavour to lind an outlet for surplus 
capital, but is nothing more nor less than open political intrigue ; and that the 
movements of the agents of ihe Deutsche Bank at Tehran have an entirely 
unmistakable significance. The “Novae Vrenaya" concludes by saying that the 
Auglp-Riiflsian agreement is something more than a skilful move in the diplomatic

1 do not believe that Persian Government are in a position, to take effective 
action to restore security on trade routes, except by investing Soulct-cd-Dowleh with 
wide powers, a course which Sardar Assad’s animosity towards Knahgai Chieftain 
renders most unlikely, This second outrage on a European official makes it, in any 
case, imperative for us to tako some overt action, and f would recommend suggestion 
put forward by ITis Majesty's consul-general at Bush ire tliat ft squadron of cavalry 
under British officers should bo maintained at Shiraz, or divided equally between 
Shiraz aud Ispahan.

I sea no hope of inducing the Turkish Government to reduce the number of troops

Furthermore Germany claimed IVeedmu of action In Persia, 
though she was willing to raise; no objections to' Great Britain obtaining concession a in 
the British up Store in Persia, on condition that Germany ahoukl ptirtleipato in such 
conoeaaiona. Moreover, Germany would raise no difficulties in the way of Kusala 
constructing a line from Tehran bo Khanikin, provided that such a Hue were linked up 
with the Bagdad Klmnikin bmuffli, of the same gauge and with no obstruct Etc tari flu 
or rates, so that German goods might have an unimpeded and through transit to North 
Persia.

{Translation.) 

THE Province of Khuzistan {the ancient Suziatm), situate along the lower course 
of the River Karim, and its tributaries, the chief of which is the Duriul, has a brilliant 
future in Persia, 

This locality was a flourishing, cultured agricultural region in the very dawn ol the 
hi story of mankind, uninterruptedly up to the decline, of Arab culture under the att ack 
of Mongol invader 

The locality in general is plain country, and possesses a hot, but dry and healthy, 
climate. 

A forest soil, abundance of water with a southern sun and absence of frosts works 
wonders. TJae date palm bears fruit three years after planting, cereals yield two 
harvests annually, sugar-cane is cultivated, indigo and cotton; the last-named for 
local industry supplying Persia with the famous coarse Shush tor fabrics. 

The population are peaceful, Arab, and although half-nomadic, are disposed towards 
agriculture. 

Labour is very cheap. Male labour costs from 30 to 35 roubles per annum ; female 
laliour from 20 to roubles. By the maintenance of good relation with the shaikhs of 
tribes it is possible to obtain any quantity of labour. 

Communication with the north is rendered difficult by a mountainous province,, 
peopled by brigand uibes of Luristan, but communication with the south is open 
along the River Kanin, which is now navigable us far as Shuster, 

The attention ol Europeans lias long been directed towards this plain, where tlm 
conditions are considered especially favourable for the cultivation of cotton. Indeed, 
cotton—the child of water and sun-—cannot withstand— 

1. Frost 

E; Excess of moisture, 

3. Great elevation. 


All the most favourable conditions with a most tortile soil are present in the valley 
of the Karim. 

Upon the authority of persons who have long reside^ there, locally-grown cotton 
in Kliurititan gives a yield of 250 poods weight pur deHaia^ne U.C0 khnrvnr from a 
kharvar of ground).

DURING the last week German newspapers have devoted a food deal of 
attention to Persian questions, and more especially to those of the recent Anglo- 
Russian loan negotiations, and of the future of railway construction in Persia. 

The “ Yossische Zeining” dwells at length on the unaccscptability of the Anglo- 
Ruseian conditions, and thinks that they involve u compile sacrifice of Per^a'a 
independence. It especially criticises si condition which would preclude Persia froiu 
g]'j i at lug railway concessions to third Powers within the English and Russian spheres* 
It sava that there is a strong resemblance between the case of Persia and that of 
Morocco, and thinks that what happened in the latter cose should servo as a warning 
for the future. It adds that Persia is struggling hard to prevent the introduction of 
the rouble and the pound sterling, and seems to think that she is likely to derive more 
advantage from the appearance on the scone of the German mark. 

The Frankfurter " remarks that the refusal of the Atlfflo-Uusaian loan conditions 
testifies to Persia’s determination to emancipate herself from itnaolicittid protectors, 
It Weis, however, doubtful if she wore powerful enough to maintain her present, 
attitude. After severely criticising the Auglu-lluwdan proposals, the article remarks 
that it is quite clear that England and Russia are mu cm more apprehensive of a 
railway concession being granted to Germany by Persia titan they are on the score oi 
a loan being advanced to that country by the u Deutsche Bank/ But Buraia's right 
must he upheld to grant railway concessions to whom she pleased. Alhiding to the 
recent expiry of the Anglo-Persian Railway Agreement of 1900, the " Frankfurter " 
observes with meaning 

Now that Persia's old agreetneuta have cxpirctl shn would bt j most unwise to 
renew them in an unrestricted manner, for it is an undoubted fact that they wore oi no 
benefit to herf T 

Thu writer finds it difficult to recuncilo former English and Russian preteatations 
about resj aiding the integrity of Persia with the loan comb turns now pm forward Ly 
the two Powere, and iliinks lIuiI the present jnuinent would be :r nsc«t opportune one 
for the issue in London and tit. Pi.terghui‘gli of Suinu reinsuring dechiralion on this 
silly eat ” Above all, 1 ' the nrticlu conclude s, it is to be hoped that Persia will by loft

absolutely free to grout railway concessions to whom she pleases , whether the applicants 
be German, Belgian* or French.” 

The " NationahZeitung " admits that England h;iK n perfect right to take stupa to 
protect henr special interests on the Persian Gulf but accuses her of fl dishonest attempt 
to reserve advantage* secured to her by an agreement, which has already expired. It 
says that Persia now possesses an indisputable right to grant railway concessions to 
third Powers, but thinks it very doubtful if it would be good policy for the latter to 
attempt to enter the field* seeing that England and Russia bad vital political interests 
to defend hi Persia, which would have to be taken into account in the settlement of 
purely commercial questions in that country.

WITH regard to my telegram of the 4th April* 1910, I have the honour to

In h&y despatch No. a of the 21st February! 3 910, I stated that the mtisliir of Errinjiui 
had ordered Fuad Bay* acting commandant at Van, to eeud soldiers Lo the frontier. 
The musbir, in giving this order* was acting chj a report of thti vali of Van, m which 
tb 0 vali expressed serious Tears ns regards a possible incursion of the K-Uixls on the 
frontier into the Van villayot, and as regards their j^ossible attacks on the frontier 
troops or on peaceful villages in the frontier zone. Fuad Boy, however, made light of 
these appreiieiiHioufi in a report which bo was called on to furnish by the muslsir, and 
declared that there was no tiecesalty for any dispatch of trough and, an a wffloudary 
reason, lie added that until Lhe season was milder it was umidvi sable to send troops tu 
regions where they would be badly lodged and eared for. lhe musbir, hnwevei, still 
desired Fund Bey tu send troops (four companies bo suggested) to the frontier bmul 
Bay, still persist mg that there was no need for any dispatch oi troops, I nc muatur baa 
thrown the responsibility of any incident with the frontier Kurds on lnm, and ruud 
Bey bob accepted. Yielding* however, to the wishes of the vali* he did diepatob 
100 soldiers (us reported in my despatch No. y)* which, with the 300 mountud 
gendarmes* make up the total of armed forces sent from Vais during the past quartet 1 * 
Tie assures me that there has been no increase of Turkish troops in the Uremia district, 
and that no other Ibices other than those L Slave mentioned above have been dispatched 
from Van or any other place to the frontier pr to the Uremia district. All enquiries I 
have made elsewhere centsrin his statement. 

As regards the Kurds in the frontier zone of whose action the vhH is apprehensive, 
l am liven ro understand thaL many of them are 'Turkish Kurds who some three ycais 
ago Ibl lowed the Otremail soldiers into that zone and occupied villages there, Ju riding 
npw that the frontier zone has become part of the Van Vjllayet, and that they will ho 
ciill<lit upon, like ether Kurds in the villayet, to give up their wrongbdly acquired 
property, ihoy now declare thcmipvew Persian subjects* and suy that they w 1 til resist 
any attempt on the part of the Turkish Government to evict them. Them m^y, 
th.urn-Ebro, bo trouble between them and the Turkish troops it' the latter are sent to take 
forcible possession of the lands held by these Kurds, but otherwise I do not think the 
Kurds will Uke the initiative m attack. _

Isvolsky that there had bean no 
previous consultation hot ween the Powers of the Triple Alliance with regard to those 
inquiries, and that, the fact that they had Leon made simultaneously was a pure chance. 
Hta Government had m> knowledge of citln?r (he railway concession to the Deutsche 
Bank or the Urumia concession. The acceptance of any concession which might lie 
disagreeable to Russia or Great Britain would be forbidden by ttpCiemmii Government, 
and even if those concessions had lieen obtained his Government would forbid tire 
transactidii. lie added that* though the Imperial Government recognised no obligation 
in the matter, ho gave (his assurance freely. 

Pin ally the Secretary of State said that ii would makes very bad impression In 
Germany if the two Governments persisted in pressing the Persian Government lor 
this formal declaration, and great diilieullies would be placed in the way of an under¬ 
standing on Persian affairs, the desirability of winch, in the interest of all, was lolly 
recognised by I he Imperial (iovennmuit. This demand for a formal declaration had 
the appearance of being an ultimatum to the Persian Government, and he therefore 
hoped that AL Iavoleiy would llhc Ins influence to stop it. 

The Secretary of State, when he informed me of this conversation, said that the 
Imperial Government had no wish to interfere with that which was considered 
necessary by the Governments of Russia and Great Britain for the maintenance of their 
|x>liiical in tercels, but what had to be done they hoped would bo done discreetly, and 
would not take :i form by which public opinion in Germany would be upset, and by 
which the impression would be given that the two Powers did not credit the assurances 
of tbs German Government.

IIIS Majesty's Government, have received a telegram from His Majestys charge 
d’affaires at Tehran, reporting that he and the Eliasian Minister were received on the 
4th instant by the Persian Minister for Foreign Affairs, and asked his Excellency 
for a reply to the joint note handed to the Persian Government by the two 
representatives on the 7th ultimo. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs said that the Persian Government had discussed 
the question, and were ready to give assurances as regards loans, As for concessions, 
if the requirements of the two Powers referred to railways only, the Persian 
Government were willing to give satisfactory assurances on that point also, but they 
intended for the present to give no concessions at all for the construction of railways. 

The two representatives took note of his Excellency’s declarations, but said that 
they could not admit this narrow interpretation of the condition regarding concessions, 
which should apply also to roads and telegraphs. 

His Excellency stated that he would again consult the Cabinet, and hoped to give 

a reply on the 7 th instant. 

Mr. Marling adds that the tone of the discussion was very friendly. 

His Majesty’s Government have learned with much satisfaction the nature of the 
reply returned by the Minister for Foreign Affairs to the representations of the two 
representatives, as outlined in Mr. Mailing's telegram, so far as that reply goes, and 
they entertain the earnest hope that the Persian Government will see their way to 
comply fully with the wishes of the two Powers. . 

In the expectation of satisfactory 1 assurances being given on this point, bir Edward 
Grey would beg the Persian Minister to convey to his Government an expression of the 
friendly sentiments which His Majesty’s Government entertain towards the new regime 
in Persia, and of their desire m no way to hamper the development on national lines of 
that country and of its resources.

Ho has a rich, pretty, and agreeable American wife from Washington. They have 
been in mourning practically ever since their arrival* at first for bis father-in-law and 
afterwards for the late King of the Belgians. They have observed their mourning 
with extreme conscientiousness. They are giving to-night their first dinner party 
since my arrival. My official dealings with M, Hayenith, who adheres most 
scrupulously to a non-political role, have been few, and my acquaintance with him 
has been mostly over the bridge table. Ho is a good player, but an unlucky one, and 
mi ads losing. 

M. PtikUwski KozicU, Russian Minister, presented Me credentials at the end 01 
September last. 

M. Poklaweki is m well known in .London that he calls for no notice from me. 
Our relation* since his arrival have been uninterruptedly of the most cordial kind. 
There have been moments when I have thought him unnecessarily hard and 
domineering with die Persian Government, My friendly remonstrances have not 
always had practical results, but they have been invariably taken in good part. 

With the ministrations of an excellent and an occasional game of threepenny 
bridge frL Pokloweki bears with praiseworthy equanimity bis temporary exile from the 
big European capitals.

WITH reference lo my telegram No. M5 of yesterday's date, I have the honour to 
transmit herewith copy of the joint note which my Russian colleague and 1 have 
addressed to tin- Persian Government* in accordance with our instructions, defining the 
attitude of the two Powers in regard to (ho right of the Persian Government to borrow 
of parties other than the two Governments, and in regard to (he granting to third 
parties oF concessions'in Persia which might prejudice Britisher Russian political or 
strategical interests. 

Shortly after we had presented this note, M. Poklowski received secret information, 
from the Prime Minister to the effect that a project had been mooted for giving 
Siini-cd-Dowleh, Minister of Public Works, and Vosouk-ud-Dmvbh, Minister of 
Finance* a free hand to negotiate financial arrang&ttenta with anyone they chose. 
This intelligence was more particularly disquieting in view of the presence in Tehran 
M, Sejyid Ihiote, representative of the Deutsche Bank, and of the rec&njt anuouncement 
of the German Minister for Foreign Affairs to the Russian charge d'affaires that, as 
Gorman financial circles were showing interest in Persia, railway concessions might he 
granted at any moment. We had also to think of the negotiations with the 
International Syndicate, which we knew had not been dropped. We have recently 
had several raperiinivos of the secrecy with which financial negotiations can be 
conducted in Tehran, vide those with the International Syndicate mid those with the 
Imperial Bank of Persia relating to the importation of silver for mind rig purpose* and 
the conversion of ilie debt, of none of which the two legations had Brat cognisance 
from Persian sources. We therefore feared that unless wo acted promptly and 
energetically we might be confronted with a fait accompli. 1 have already reported 
opr action by telegraph, and 3 now enclose, a memorandum by Mr, Churchill recording 
it in detail.

Monthly Summary of Events in Persia for four weeks ending April 21, 1 DJ 0, 


Tehran. 

MR, RENNIE and Major Stokes left Tehran on the 4th April, Mr. Marling 
arrived on the I tth April, and Sir G, Barclay toft on the 20th. 

Mr, Oudcndykj the newly appointed Dutch Minister, has not yet arrived, but 
Mr, Russell and Mr. Eosthom arrived at the end of Maroh. Mr. Said Euete, who came 
at the same time, Inns been occupied so far "studying the prospects nf a proposed 
branch 61 the Deutsche Bank at Tehran/* and an extension of the Bagdad Railway 
from Kltamkhi to Tehran. It does not appear that he has yot entered into any 
negotiations with the Persian Government, 

On tbe 7th instant the British and Russian Legations received the Persian 
Government's reply respecting the conditions laid down for a joint advance of 4OQ,OO0f, 
On the same day a joint note was addressed to the Persian Government by the two 
legations laying down certain principles respecting loans and concessions. The following 
day the Dragomans of the two legations called together on most of the Cabinet Ministers 
to draw their particular attention to the joint note above referred'to. To tiani-ed- 
Dowleb and Vosouk-cd-Dawleh, who bad secretly negotiated with the international 
syndicate? and were suspected of pursuing a policy independent of the Premier and 
Minister uf the interior, the representations were of a somewhat pressing character. 
They were informed that should they pursue a policy which ran counter to that defined 
by the two Governments in their joint note, the two legations would demand tJirir 
dismissal, A few days later the Premier and Minister of the Interior tendered their 
resignations to the Regent in consequence of continued disagreement with their 
colleagues, and the Cabinet is now being reconstructed, 

buttar Khan and Ragher Khan, the heroes of the defence of Tubr$&£ last year, 
arrived at Tehran. on the 15th instant, and were accorded a public Ovation, It will bu 
remembered that they were removed from Tabreez in consequence of strong Russian 
pressure, and it woe hoped that, they would not be allowed to come to Tehran. Their 
eventual movements have as yet not been decided upon, but there if some talk of cither 
inviting them to go to Kcrbela or appointing them to some minor provincial governor- 
ships. 

Mr. Falkenbarg left on the 9th instant after having valued the Crown jSwoltt. MJb 
valuation was bused on the approximate prices they would fetch if sold by auction in 
Paris. Though he was bound to secretly, and not allowed to take any notes, he 
informed the French Minister privately that ho thought the jewels lie hud seen would 
fetch roughly 20*00.0,000 fr. It does not seem at present likely that the Persian 
Government, will dispose of these jewels, 

Vakil-nl-Koays, a deputy who appears to take a leading part in financial matters, 
ha§ lately been negotiating with the Imperial Bank with the object of unifying the 
various floating Government dsbts to the bank which amount to some 700,0002. ft is 
proposed to reduce the interest from 12 to 7 per cent,, and to arrange fertile repayment 
of interest and sinking fund In twenty equal yearly instalments guaranteed by the 
customs of the south including Mohammerali and Ah was;, The question of including 
the Govermnent loans of 1903—1904 is under dkcusaion, but difficulties present 
themselves in view of the collateral guarantees attached to these loans of the Rosts* 
Telegraphs, and Caspian Soa Fisheries, 


The National Assembly. 

The deputies are now some sixty iu number* and are divided into two principal 
groups, known generally as the '* extremists" and 11 moderate, The former ia 
described by Nitacr-ul-Mulk ns n M noisy niinonty/* and is said to lie composed of only 
fourteen persons, including Tuki Zadeh and llusftum Kadi Khan. They ate violently 
opposed to the Prime Minister (Bipahdar) and, in a Issuer degree, to the Minister of the 
interior (Sardnr Assad). f hey look upon the former ab a tool uf the Kuttriun Legation, 
and llh they lire intensely suspicimis ol Russia, their chief aim is fi]:tft to rid themae! vi-k 
ot the Rrinu* Minister. The working majority of 11 iiHsleraleH,'* which is |ir.4mblv not 
wut£W|i!fl of more than some thirty memljere, re.itifHi that the U*st chuncr nl' muqucsh lie# 
in the support ol the two chitife, Sipihdur ami bard hi Assad, nud a puttuhl attitude 












towards Russia. On the 4th Instant the two parties had a trial of strength over the 
reflection of a president and other officers, as well as the election of members for the 
various committees, ail of whom were until then only elected temporarily. The 
moderates obtained the re-elefljiqn of their president (M"us tnsl lar-ed-Do wish) and the 
former vice-president!!, but of the six members of the committee for foreign affairs three 
wore extremists (*>,, Taki Zadeh, Hussein Kuli Khan* and Vahid-ubMuik'i. 

An attempt Is being made by the assembly to revive the attempt made by its 
predecessor to raise money inteinaHy, and Yakil-ul-lloaya Ik. hopeful as to the result 
Committees have been formed at Tehran and the provinces to collect funds, and 
500,000 tomans is promised from Tabices, bat so far very little money lias actually 
been collected. 

The temporary engagement of Mr. New (of the Imlo-European Telegraph 
Department) by the Persian Telegraph Administration, has been approved by the 
Assembly, but the contract has not yet been signed. 

Since the Persian new year (this Slat Marsh) the sittings have been held in the 
now huh, which lias been fitted up at great expense for the purpose. The deputies no 
longer ait in rows on the flour, but are atai^minudatod in Insurious benches arranged 
in tiers facing the presidential chair, Speeches arc made from a tribune* and 
proper arrangements have been made for the diplomatic body, the public, and the 
press.

the part of any members of the Cabinet, The SanBed-Dowleh, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs,, and the Minister of Finance, were understood to have pronounced German 
sympathies, and he was of opinion that the Persian Government should be made dearly 
If] understand that the Russian and British Governments intended to maintain the line 
of policy outlined in the note of the 7th April, He had already telegraphed to 
M. Itoklewski to recall to the Persian Government the existence of article? Id in the 
Lorin Contract of l£)0O, which honied the Persian Government previously to consult 
with the Russian Government rts to any loans or advances from third parties. This 
Article was still in force, and the Russian Government had no intention of surrenderin' 7 
n weapon which would be, possibly, of great utility. To his mind the beet course for 
the two Governments to pursue would be for tin- British and Russian representatives 
to apply for an audience of the Regent, and to request II is llighnesB to cause a reply 
to bo soni without delay to the joint note of the 7th April. IF within a limited period, 
sny a week or so, no reply wire received, or if the reply wore unsatisfactory, them a 
joint note should be presented to the Persian Government informing them that' if they 
acted contrary to the policy formulated by the two Governments in the above-mentioned 
unto, the latter would adopt such measures as they might consider most ad id sable for 
lira protection oE their interests. AL Sdpfow said that it would be of little use 
addressing the Persian Government before approaching the Regent, and he considered 
that the two representatives should at oner y*k lor an audience of the latter. 

The question of what, measures should be adopted by the two Governments could 
hi the meantime be considered. M. Poklewski had suggested three alternatives; 
(1) boycott »t tho now Cabinet; (2) seizure id custom-houses; or (3) advance of 
Rusamift troops to Tehran, The last alternative must be laid aside. The Russian 
Government had no intention of taking such a step. In regard to the other two 
altar natives he would be glad to have the views of His Majesty’s Govern moat.

L\ the course of a conversation wlndh E had with Herr von ftchocn yesterday, 
Ins Excellency spoke to me somewhat pledutivdy of the present tone uf the British 
pivs-H, which wus, ho mid, attributing to Germany all sorts of designs in Persia.. for 
w\och there win not tho .slightest Inundation. It was to him quite inexplicable that 
tlm preart should take up that attitude in the face of all the declarations of the 
EnqaW I..VN maent, to the effoot that they bad no political designs or aspirations 
witatevei' its'regards Puma. All Germany wanted was ibe open door for her comineuju, 
:ual a legitimate hIuux' tor her capital hi loans tt!id other j mu-political unde its kings. 
Sori’ty \hat was nut ton much to ask, considering that Persia was mi undeveloped 
coimtjy and opened u now field for Ibivign eutorprV If the Imperial Gtwemmant 
worn to consent to Germany bring shut, mit iff Persia altogether, they would certainly 
and with sihnm justice, be ill lacked Torn all sides by public! opinion for slack ness and 
neglect M G. nuan mtercats. 1 said that therd was no tjijealiifo of iho door being shut 
tun that, qn the other hand, tlna political and strategic interests of both Rufaia and 
■ airMaves ax limitroplif Powers, were so important that we had to keep a vary watchful 
eye anything which mijfht have the appearance of affecting thorn. His Excellency 
s.li-lI that that was Eully recognised in Germany, but that it would bo JffiouR to 
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persuade German public opinion that railway monopolies were consistent with the 
<£ open door," _ In "answer to an observation which I thought fit to interpose, hie 
Excellency said that he know we used the word '■ options," and not ‘ l monopolies/' 
but Germ l; ii public opinion would not appreciate) or understand this fine distinction. 

Returning to the tone of the British press, he said that he was sure f would agree 
that it was quite unjustifiable, in view of Germany's loyal and straightforward attitude 
us regards Persia. L said that I had read a good many articles on Persian affairs both 
in lhe British and the German press, and there was no doubt that on both sides 
language had been held which displayed a certain amount of irritability and suspicion, 
I did not know how far British journalists were acquainted with the assurances of the 
Imperial Government ns regards Persia, but I was inclined to think that the dispatch 
of mi agent of the enterprising Deutsche Bunk to that country hud given rise to a 
certain amount of suspicion. Hie Excellency fluid that the Imperial Government had 
bad nothing whatever to do with that gentUmunG expedition ; they had neither advised 
it, nor had they any knowledge of its object. All fits himself knew was that tho mo! 
was in Persia, and that if' his object was to obtain a concession of some spit, and he 
succeeded fo that object, the Deutsche Bank would be certain to claim the support of 
the Government and moke a terrible outcry if it was withheld. His Excellency also 
said that it was stated in English newspapers tliat the Imperial Government wished to 
create a new Moroccan quest ton. New this was exactly what they wished to avoid. 
If they had approached the Persian Government with offers of loans, tried to get 
concessions from them, or endeavoured to undermine our influence, a new question 
might have arisen, but they had studiously avoided anything of the sort, and they 
bad neither approached the Persian Government with offers of any kind, nor bad the 
Persian Govern man t made any appeals to them. Under these circumstances the attacks 
in the British press were particularly annoying.

in fringed Germany’s treaty rights under the most - favoured- nation clause. The 
German Government hoped, therefore, that the two Powers would not continue to 
press Persia to make a declaration by which her liberty in the matter of granting 
concessions would be limited. The reply which M, Isvolsky gave to Count Pourtalis 
was on much the same lines us that which you had given to the German Ambassador 
m London., 

M. Lvolsky observed that ir would bo unfortunate that a pretext for presenting a 
p-0te%lniwn inotivee to the Persian Government should be given to Germany. The 
point, raised merited very serious examination. M. Isvolsky quite agreed that it would 
be impossible for either Power to recede from the position which it had taken up with 
the Persian Government] hut at the same time ho could not help asking himself 
whether Lite two Powers must necessarily exact from the Persian Government a reply 
to the warning as to granting concessions which they had addressed lo them. The 
point of view of the two Powers had been stated very clearly to the Persian Govern¬ 
ment., and if the latter chose to disregard their warning, they must, be pre pared to face 
the cbnsequences, h wp possible that.

COUNT MHTTERNICH, in the course of conversation to-day, told me that 
during his absence from London lie had seen the German Chancellor, who had spoken 
to him about Persia. 

The substance of what Herr von Bethmann-Hollweg had said was that the 
German Government would continue to be willing to respect the strategical and 
political interests of England and Russia In Persia, Also, in the economic sphere the 
German Government would recognise the English and Russian claim to a sort of 
favoured optional right wifcb regard to railways, roads, and telegraphs in their respective 
spheres of interest. The German Government had no thought of interfering with the 
political interests of the two Countries; but England and Russia ought to recognise 
that the economic concessions which Germany was prepared to make included the 
waiving of her right to most -favoured-nation treatment, which she has under her 
commercial treaty with Persia, In order to come to a friendly agreement with 
England and Russia, Germany was willing to give up her claim to moat-favovred-nation 
treatment to the extent suggested. There had long been u sincere deaire to come to 
a friendly agreement, and the German Government had, therefore, refrained from 
influencing the Persian Government, although at times the latter Government had 
prdhabSy wished that German influence should be exerted. Germany had manifested 
her desire for an understanding a& lung ago as in 1906, when else had made certain 
proposals to Russia, M. Ia volsky fetcl notv made a communication from which it 
appeared that an answer feo these proposals would be sent soon. The German Chancellor 
had also expressed Ids desire for an agreement in his conversation with you on the 
10th April last. Of course, there might be difficulties In the way of such an agreement* 
Germany might. For Instance, have to mention at Tehran that her right to most- 
favoui'eibnation treatment had been impaired as a result of the diplomatic action of 
England and Russia. Germany would, however, do this very reluctantly, if only 
because of the effect upon German public opinion; and tlife difficulty would not arise 
if ling]and and Russia would come to an understanding with Germany before obtaining 
the condition which they desired from Persia, as to the granting of concessions. 
Count Metternioh added that an agreement of tin* kind would very likely facilitate 
matters with regard to the Bagdad Railway, 

I told him that I could not continue the discussion just at present. I explained 
to him, however, that what l had said to Herr von Kuhhnann in Iris absence did not 
raise any difficulties of principle, though l had not gone into any details; aud, 
therefore, although e was not at present prepared to continue tin..- dismission, 1 hud no 
wish to close it. 

Count Mothernich asked me whether 1 wins drawing up any reply to the 
commuuiCation which the Chancellor had made to you. 

! replied that l had already written to you to give you my private impressions 
before the recant events here had suspended business* You might, perhaps, make use 
of these in conversation with Herr von l^thmeun-Hollweg, but as you would now be 
coming to London far the funeral, and would oee me then, I thought you would 
probably wait until you had talked over the matter with mo before you said anything 
further,

WE thank you for your letter of tin; 3rd instant, in which you cull attention t.o 
the fact that our representative in St. Petersburg Iillm informed Ells Majesty 1 * 
Embassy that the board of this company viewed with anxiety attempts by outside 
parties to acquire control of the Khuuikiu Tehran telegraph line, and had instructed 
him ta endeavour to come to some arrangement with the Ruftiiiu Governmerit iu Order 
Lo frost rate such designs. 

















The following explanations are necessary in order fully to net out the position of the 
company in this matter :— 

The supplemental agreement of the 14th June, 1906, of which copy was enclosed 
with your letter, waa in fact entered into by this company with tho Persian Govern¬ 
ment with the object of preventing the control of the telegraph route in question from 
passing into the hands of a third party. 

It was not thought desirable by the company actually to taka over this route for 
the following reasons 

Though nominally an international telegraph route, the difficult nature of the 
Country through which it passes, together with the inefficient maintenance on the 
Turkish as well as on the Persian side, has hitherto made it quite unreliable as a 
telegraph route, and it would Ine regrettable that the idea should be encouraged that it 
would even under the control of this company become reliable, an ideal which, owing to 
draw'backs which would continue to exist on the Turkish side, could not, in our opinion, 
be realised under existing circumstances. 

The company has Ihjcii informed unofficially at various times of the official Russian 
opinion in Tehran that the company could, with advantage to all parties, take over the 
working of the Khanikin-Tehran, Tehran-Meshed, Tehran-BfiscJikalu, and other 
telegraph routes within the Russian sphere of influence, hut no definite proposal has 
been made to the company hitherto, 

Recently, however, the company derived the impression that the Russian Govern¬ 
ment would view with favour the acquisition by the company of control over the 
Tehran K bam kin route, and it was under that impression that steps wore taken by our 
loprcseidative in St. i Vdcrsburgli, both at 11is ftiAjest-y's Embassy and at the Imperial 
Russian Department of Telegraphs. 

Owing to the fheta mentioned above, a guarantee that the route referred to should 
not pjam out of the control of the Biibish and Russian Governments would he more 
acceptable to the company than any plan by which the company would endeavour to 
open up the rooty, an endeavour which, in our opinion, Could net under present circum- 
stauei's meat with success. 

The company’s reason for approaching the Russian Government with regard to such 
a guarantee in that in 1907, at the time of the conclusion of the Anglo-Russian convcu- 
tion, wu were informed from what the company believed to be a reliable quarter in 
Tehran that, by the terms of the convention referred to, any rights of the British 
G over muon t in respeel of the Khamkin-Tohran and Tohran-Mealted telegraph mutes 
were ceded to the it Lilian Government in exchange for certain advantages. 

If, eis appears from your letter under reply, this information in incorrect-, the company 
would of course accept with satisfaction your statement that our interests arc, as 
mat lei's stand; sufficiently protected by clause ft of the A nglo- Ruflsis to convention, and 
it would not in fact he necessary to proceed further in mu matter unices a definite 
proposal with regard to this and to other Persian telegraph lines in the lluHsiau sphere 
of inturesi wore made tons by the Russian Government, in which cose the company 
would at once approach His Majesty’s Foreign Office for the necessary facilities in respect 
of any telegraph routes controlled by Ilia Majesty's Government,

He came to warn mo that the Persian 
question was seriously viewed by that Ministry, and told me (on inform fit ion which 
Count Aehrenthnl lias no doubt, received from Germany) that the German Ambassador 
in London had had interviews with both you and Sir Charles I hirelings, the latter of 
winch had been even more unsatisfactory than the former. It is clear that Germany 
is magnifying the crisis and creating considerable alarm here in order to gain the 
support of Au$iri,>N angary. Statements are being made here by the German 
Ambassador to the dtlcf that a crisis more dangerous than the Bosnian or Morocco one 
will be caused by the Persian question unless a more conciliatory attitude is adopted 
by Great Britain and Russia. 1 learn ihat Jmemorandum on Persia is being prepared 
for Count Aehrenthnl 1 e information by the Foreign Office here, though a few days ago 
he told me that he took but small interest in Persian affairs* about which he knew very 
little, Tf a serious crisis arrives Count. Adironthal will, I gather, be compelled to 
support Germany, though from what 1 can ascertain ho is reluctant lo be dragged into 
the dispute regarding Persian affairs. The impression of the French Ambassador, who 
had a con vc nation with Count Aehrentlial, is that the latter would he glad to moderate 
the at(itude of Germany if he could sec his way to use his iimueuce at Berlin with 
that object, M. Grozier was eomewlmt alarmedi when I saw him hist night, at 
Germany's action lure.

I AM directed by the Secretary of State for India to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 6th instant regarding the measures to be taken for the restoration of 
order and security on the roads of Southern Persia. 

Viscount Mprley believes that the present condition of these roads is due primarily 
to the inability of the Persian Government to find money for the payment of efficient 
guards. If Sir E, Grey is of opinion that the threat of increasing the consular escort 
is likely to cause the money to be forthcoming, Lord Morley concurs in Mr, Marling a 
suggestion ; but he would view with groat regret the necessity of carrying the threat 
into execution, which will annoy the Persian Government and furnish a pretext foi 
continuing their occupation to the Russian Government, without to any appreciable 
degree adding to the security of the roads for the ordinary traveller. 

Hu j$ inclined, therefore,, to suggest, for Sir E, Grey’s consideration, that, before 
addressing the Persian Government in the terms proposed, Mr. Marling should be 
instructed to discuss the situation with them in friendly but quite frank terms, mud 
enquire what steps they now propose to take to restore order, and whether His 
Majesty’s Government can (consistently wild our obligations to, Russia) be of any 
assistance to them. If the answer is unsatisfactory it may be necessary to have 
recourse to the threat, but. Lord M or ley ventures to urge that—in the firstinstance, at 
any rate—it should be made easy for the Persian Government to take action on their 
own account,

Shortly, they are to the following effect; That the Imperial Government are 
sfecerely desirous not to find themselves forced to complicate matters by having to 
make representations to the Persian Government with regard to the most-favoured*- 
nation treatment which they enjoy under their treaty with Persia, Such representa¬ 
tions will, however, Ids Excellency -says, inevitably have to he made should the Persian 
Government give the assurances now being pressed ter by the Govern merits of Great 
Britain and Russia before an understanding ia arrived at between Germany anil the 
two Governments. It was for this reason that lie had been so anxious that ibo present 
British and Russian action should he stopped, or at all event* delayed. I said to his 
Excellency that I wa* sure lie would readily understand that having taken that- action 
in hand it would never do for the two Governments now to withdraw from the position 
they had taken up. His Excellency said that he fully recognised the difficulty of doing 
ho, Imt in view of the reasons lie had given to me, and in order to prevent n step widen 
would make a subsequent understanding in Persian, or, indeed, any other, affairs a 
thousand times more difficult, if not inn possible, he hoped that IBs Majesty's Goveriyi?fent

In courti-'iiLuiiM of this outrage, His Majesty’s Minister at Tehran pul forward a 
claim upon the Persian Government for a refund of the stolen money. 

A great, part of ibis money \v\tfl eventually recovered from Aiu-ed-Dowleh himself, 
and almost, the whole of the remainder was paid over by the Persian Government from 
the customs receipts at Busliire before British marines landed at that port on the 
J 1th April. 

The disembarkation of British troops took place solely to protect the custom¬ 
house from the depredations of Seyyid Mur testa, who was then in control of the town 
anti who had already appropriated large sums from the customs receipts, and their 
presence was in no way utilised to obtain the repayment of the bullion stolen by Ain-ed- 
Dowleh or the settlement of any other claim,

U udor this treaty u oommifftiou was appointed for delimiting the frontier. It 
proceeded to its labours ill 1849.

The Russian Government was portiuhed, and as a result of a joint representation 
by .Elis Majesty's Government and the Itussinn Government the Porte declared it had 
no dridgns of territorial aggrandisement atid no intention of doing more than protect its 
subjects, and that a commission would by sent to enquire into the complaints against Hie 
acting Turkish consul at Urumia. 

In August. 1909 the Turkish troops evacuated some of the villages iu the Urumia 
districts and retired to positions nearer the disputed none. 

In December 1909 the Turkish fences again advanced all along the line. 

They appeared In the districts of Smlltth BtirtutfrW t Tcrtjnver, Dasht, NergaVCr* 
Svhhtz, NiiifitH'hi'i and Imtijtidr.. 

Ea UeceiulHU’ 1999 the Persian Minister at Constantinople s&gestcd to the Turkish 
Government that Turkish and Persian commissioners should proceed to the frontier. It 
was agreed thin unless accompanied they would never reach a settlement, and m the 
Turkish M inisti i' Ihr Foreign Affairs scouted the idea of Anglo-Russian co-operation, 
tin- iVi.Hian Minifti.fr suggested fhnl si kind of board of arbitration, consisting of three 
Turkish deputies and iliree Persian deputies, should accompany the mission. Nothing 
further was heard of I his suggestion.

The Russian Government, to whom His Majesty's Government have left the 
initiative in the present phase of the Tm-co-P&sinri frontier question, since it concerns 
country within the sphere of Russian interests, had proposed on the 19th April, 1910, 
that a joint proposal should ho made to the Turkish Government that a mission 
consisting of a Turkish officer and representatives of Ll jo Russian and British consulates- 
general at Tabraess should travel through the entire district situated between the lake 
and the Turkish frontier to ascertain, with the co-operation of the Persian authorities, 
the numbers and disposition of the Turkish troops and the nature of the military or 
civil measures taken by the Turkish authorities in that region. 

In reply the Russian Ambassador was informed that in the event of the Turkish 
Government stating that the information received by the two Government* was 
inaccurate, Mis Majesty's Government would lie prepared to join with the Russian 
Government in making the proposal made by the Russian Government, 

In view of the reply of the Turkish Govern men t to the Anglo-Ressian enquiries as 
to the. truth of' the reports received by them, the two Ambassadors at Constantinople 
proposed on the 8th May, 1910, to make a communication. to the Turkish Government 
as follows:— 

'That the British (Russian) Government being desirous of.ascertaining the situation 
in certain parts of Azerbaijan where the Persian administrative authority is temporarily 
weakened, propage to instruct an official of the consulate-general at Tabreea to make & 
journey to lTumui and certain neighbouring districts with that object; that as the 
htlbrnudLoii communicated by the Turkish Minister for Foreign Affairs show* the 
temporary presence in these districts of Turkish officials and troops whose distribution 
and movements arc: insufficiently known at Constantinople, the Ambassador is instructed 
by his Government to nek whether tie- Turkish Government is prepared to instruct the 
Turkish consul-general at Tabrcez to depute one of his stiff to accompany the British 
(Russian) coneubgeneral an the journey. 

Following the lines of their reply of the 2(1 th April, 1910, to the Russian Govern¬ 
ment , Uis Majesty"* Government proposed to His Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople 
that it would be desirable to add a statement 1 (1 the note Lo the effect that the two 
Government* prepose to invite the Persian Government to send a delegate also. 


It will he seen from the above review of the frontier question since 18-13 how 
consistently the Turkish Government have pushed forward their claim* into Persian 
territory, and hew hollow i* the insinuation of Assim Bey thal these encroachment* rim 
a new policy, forced upon 'Turkey in selfMlefbnoc by tbe dispatch of Russian troops into 
AfterluLijim m connect inn with the recent revolution in Persia. 

The forward policy on the Persian frontier, pursued with such persistence under fclie 
old regime in Turkey, was believed to have strategical objects, and to be directed 
against Russia; and it may very well Ik? that the maintenance and even development of 
lids policy under the new regime hits been a contributory cause of the sending of Russian 
troops into Northern Persia,

Hi 1 said that he was much perturbed by the step England and Russia were 
taking at Tehran, The assurances they were demanding from the Persian Government 
wouLilj when made, jiracticaffy do away with the open door and render Germany’s 
treaty right to mosl-favourud-nation treatment a dead letter. The German press would 
nl once be up in arms, and attribute Germany's loss of this right and the “closing of 
the door " to weaktfcss on the part of the Chancellor* Ho would therefore he forced to 
anticipate these attacks and to make representations to the Persian Government 
recalling to them the fact that they were bound by treaty to give, Germany most- 
Ihvoiired-iiai.ipn treatment, and pointing out that Gennany could not renounce t but 
right. This step would, as a ntatter of fact, be repugnant to bun, as it would inevitably 
cause a disagreeable impression both upon His Majesty's Government ami British 
public opinion, and fonder the chances of Griht Britain'' and Germany coming to an 
agreement on Persian, or any other matters more remote than ever, Ho would view such 
a state of tilings with the greatest regret, as a good understanding with England was 
tlio corner-stone of Etia policy. Ho hoggin! me to impress tins view of the question upon 
Sir Edward Grey, and beg him to do nil in Ids [lower to avoid creating a situation of 
which the effect would most certainly bo that winch he had indicated and which he was 
most sincerely anxious to avoid,

1 said that certainly we 
wished to be the beat possible friends with Germany; but that in the understanding lie 
had originally proposed there were many points of' difficulty. In the first place, a 
ntiyalarrangement which would satisfy public opinion in England wns a sine qud non. 

I EEs Excellency said, very excitedly, that ho liad given His Majesty’s Government to 
understand that he was quite ready to discuss a naval arrangement and had suggested 
a basis, but that His Majesty's Government had shown no inclination to discuss it, and 
had let the question drop out of sight, 1 said that there had been very good reasons 
why at tlm close of last year the discussion had had to lie temporarily dropped ■ but 
that in the meant Erne [ had often told him that any naval arrangement on the basis of 
the full carrying out of their naval programme would hardly satisfy the British tax¬ 
payer, to whom it would mean having to find the money for fifty or sixty “ Dreadnoughts ” 
by 1917.

1 replied that tEie form and siao of the ships our naval authorities thouglit necessary for 
the maintenance of our naval efficiency was, to my mind, beside the question ; the fact 
remained that w r e did build them, and that Germany built them likewise, and in 
accordance with a programme which made ns incur vast expenditure to maintain the 
naval standard which, as an island Power with n vast oversea Empire, we regarded as 
necessary for cur safety. (i Besides," T added, LL to your Excellency's question 1 might 
iairly retaliate with the question why Germany had refused the overtures which bad 
from time to time been mads to them by His Majesty's Government for the limitation 
oi armaments." The Chancellor replied, very testily, that that had been before his 
time, and he had nothing to do with it. The Chancellor went on to say, with reference 
to my remark about the full Carrying out of the programme, that ns time went on there 
might sven bo a change in that respect. 1 said that that contingency had heed hinted 
to mo more than once, but only as a contingency, and not ns an assurance which could 
ho taken into account in negotiations, Tn the meantime, wo had to go by what had 
been declared officially in the Reichstag, namely, that, the programme would, and must, 
be Carried out .in its entirety.

In the Erst, instance. Our clients propose to send representatives to inspects the 
forests in question, and satisfy themselves as to the arrangements proposed for foiling 
and removing the timber tube purchased under the contract. But the expense of such an 
expedition will be considerable, and before incurring bucIi expense wo arc instructed to 
respectfully ask the assistance of the Secretary of State in order that preliminary 
enepuries may bu made through Ifis Majesty's charge d'affaires at Tehran or else¬ 
where. 

The preliminary points as to which our clients desire more particularly to be advised 
are as follows :— 

1. 1 1 . is stated that the original draft of the contract was in the French language, ol 
which Iioth parties, had some knowledge. When the draft was agreed, it was translated 
into English and llusSiau, the English translation ljeing signed by both parties and 
certified as appears in the enclosed copy. 

Our clients desire to know whether the signatures of the parties to the contract 
in English with Itimbiii t ran elation annexed will W accepted as a binding contract in 
Barela, so ok to be enforceable against the vendor. 

2. The vendor is described in the contract as being a Turkish subject, and El. is 
stated that he is himself the owner of the land on which part of the ti jiAjl-:^ contracted 
to be sold is siti&tcd, and that lie has procured from the remaining landowners rights 
under which lie is entitled to enter into the contract for the whole of the timber. 

Our clients desire to be advised— 

(m) "Whether under Persian law a Turkish subject can be the owner of land on 

Persian territory; 

(5.) Whether the vendor can under Persian law be accepted as entitled to contract 
for the sale of timber glowing on laud of other landowners. 

3. Our clients desire to know whether the vendor Melik Ltoylikdji 1 b a person of 
standing tmd position and known to be the owner of land In the district in question. 

4. Part of the consideration payable in advance on account of timber purchased is 
stated to be retjuiiel to buy up land which in injects the forests ori which the timber 
referred to in the contract grows. 

i Inr clients do not propose to pay such money except against delivery of title deeds 
of the property purchased which they then ns elves would desire to hold.

territory. 

5* Our clients are advised that the district in question being within the Russian 
sphere of influence in Perelii, it would be advisable for them to operate through a 
Russian company with a small capital the whole of which would lie owned by the 
British company. Our clients desire to pc ad vised whether this is either necessary or 
advisable. 

If not, could an English company operating iri Persia rely upon the support and 
protection of the Russian and Persian Governments. 

G. Our clients would much appreciate any information as to the political and 
social conditions of the district to which the contract in question relates, and 
especially whether difficulty 5 k to ho apprehended from the inhabitants of the country 
in cutting and removing timber which is stated to extend ir> a distance of about 
10 miles from the shores of the Caspian Sea. It has been suggested that although the 
removal of timber growing near the coast may bo easy the conditions of the country 
and its inhabitants may be found to interpose serious obstacles to carrying out the 
contract in cjmotion j n respect of timber growing more remote from the coast 

Our clients under the contract are to send out their representatives before the 
14th July, and they are advised that it will in any case be necessary to do so on account 
of tiro climate. They will, therefore, appreciate any information which it may be 
possible to obtain for their assistance as soon may be practicable.

In reply Sir F, Cartwright, having ex plained theviewaof Grejjit Britain and Russia 
on the qitesliutij observed that other Powers must not use the fact that Persia we* 
technically independent to make difficulties there for the two Powers, and must bear 
in mind the special position and interests of the latter in that country. 

Speaking of the demands of the two Powers for guarantees from the Persian 
Government in connection, with the grant of concessions, Count Aehrenthal said he 
would accept a British assurance that it. would not interfere with freedom of trade, but 
he feared that, if railway construction in Northern Persia was dependent on Russian 
consent, Russia would deatfoy all foreimi trade in ilsul region by insisting that the 
Persian linos should join the Caucasian system. Thus, white Austria-Hungary would 
deeply regret a renewal of had feeling between Great Britain and Germany, she 
sympathised with I he action of Germany m this case, since it was of benefit to the only 
Austro-Hungarian interest involved. Germany,, for her part, was bound, on account 
of her increasing population, to make an effort to prevent her own exclusion from 

markets. t , 

The impression of Sir F. Cartwright, with whom I have since conversed on the 
subject, is that Count Aehrenthal, determined not to be embroiled in a quarrel about 
Persia, has not encouraged German overtures, and this may account for the changed 
tone of recent communications from Berlin, and for the extreme anxiety for an 
under standing which the German Government are now displaying.

He could not, however, give his approval to any contract which was not agreeable 
to the Russian Government or which encroached on the revenues on which a lieu is 
already held by His Majesty’s or the Russian Government on account of the service of 
loans already matte to the Persian Government by them or by the Imperial Hank of 
Persia or the Russian bank. 

I am to add that the debt of the Persian Onvemnitmt to His Majesty’s Government 
cannot be paid off till tile year 1925, and that the Russian Government do not desire 
the repayment of the Persian Government’s debt to them.

vour dratt. His Excellency said that there was no threat in vouf draft, and that ns 
the Persian Government would probably not bo asked to make any declaration on their 
side, it seemed to him that a simple abatement of views on the part of the two Govern* 
menja was too mild.

He remarked that, it might be 
as well not to specify (he character of the concessions which should come within the 
limits of our warning, and he was also of opinion that it, would be desirable to emphasise 
the warning by some intimation as lo possible ulterior measures should the Persians 
disregard the requests of the two Powers* He considered that your proposed draft 
was a little too benign. He asked what I thought of his redaction, which he had 
already telegraphed to Count 1 Sonckendorff for communication to you. I ohsorveil that 
St seemed lo me (hat the concluding passage was too severe, and hail too much the 
character of an ultimatum. In present circumstances it would be well to attract the 
Persian Government to us rather than to frighten them away from us. However, it would 
he best to await your views on the subject. 

Un receipt of vour teitJgrunii No, 233, which expressed your views as to (lie draft 
of M. Tsvolsky, and which proposed another amended form, I called on Inn Excellency 
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and submitted the eD close cl paper to him, and verbally gave the explanation^ with 
which you were good enough to furnish me. E said that you stiH preferred your 
original wording; but in deference to Us views you had added a sentence which* while 
not of a threatening character, still gave a sufficiently clear intimation of the importance 
which the two Governments attached to the matter. 3 said dial « would be much 
obliged if his Esoollency would give thu a reply us soon as possible, an it was most 
desirable that no delav should ensue in making the communication to the ersuui 
Government. Ilii Excellency said that he thought that he could accept your wording* 
and that he would send me a written reply in the evening. L beg leave to enclose 
copy of a letter which ! received last night, and which 1 assume may he regarded as an 
acceptance of your communication subject to the omission which lie suggests. 

'[ mentioned to & lavolsky that when the communication had been handed in. to 
the Persian Government you proposed for the present not. to proceed funlu’j with 
negotiations aa to Persia unless an agreement on acceptable conditions as to the 
Bagdad lhblvly could be arrived at.

I HAVE the honour to report that the semi-official [1 Russia" of yesterday 
publishes an article on the telegram from Vienna; which appeared recently in the 
11 VossiiBchc ZoituDg” on the subject of the attitude of Russia and Great Britain 
towards Persia. 

The li Russia’ 1 denies that Russia and England have over made the declaration to 
Persia regarding her right to conclude loans which the J< Vossische ^sibling” attributes 
to those Powers. Negotiations of (he two Powers with l"enda have so far only dealt 
with a small loan and the conditions on which it could be made. The establishment 
of a special commission to supervise the proper expenditure of this loan has been 
disouesed, but no proposal has been made 10 include representative® oi Russia and 
England on this commissi ion, 

A® regards the right- of the Persian Government to obtain money from third 
parties, Russia and Great Britain, in view of I he heavy financial obhgatiomi contracted 
by Persia in their respective hanks, have an undoubted right to Insist that tko&a items 
of revenue which guarantee these obligations shall not serve aw security for any new 
financial arrangements, and that the various small advances made to the Persian 
Government from time to time by the two banks shall first he duly tabulated and 
guaranteed. 

Again, there is not nml never has Wen any question of the two Powers aiming at 
restricting in any way the commercial and economic interests of the Power® of the 
Triple Alliance, or indeed of any third Power. The Angled Piss inn Agreement of 1907 
clearly hud down the principle of *' equality of rights for the com mere c and industry 
of all' nations in Persia,” and so far tho action of the two Powers has conformed 
strictly to this principle. 

Both England and Russia, however, in virtue of their proximity and dose 
economic 1 ies with Persia, have undoubted right to privileged political predominance 
in (hat country. Both Powers have invested much capital in Persia, especially Russia, 
whose interest's there amount to l(K>,OOt),QQ0 roubles. ^ Both Powers have also the right 
to demand that their strategic interests in the disrricis bordering on (heir frontiers 
shall be fully secured. This view is evidently shared by Urn German Government, m 
may he seen from the speech delivered fin tins JCth (29tli) March, 1909, in the 
Reichstag by Prince Billow, then Imperial Chancellor, who declared ihai Iterjnimy'K

Though this comm imitation purported to come 
from an English sounjOi it comprised a gnrfel account nf the poaitinn taken up by the 
British and Russian Governments in dealing with Persia, but gave much fuller

to the policy pursued by the two Powers. It was considered here to "have been 
inspired at Berlin. 

On the irth instant the £< Novce Vremya” published a reply to this article, to 
the effect that neither Russia nor England would place any ol.is tael as in the way of 
the genuine commercial interests of Germany. But that political designs f.sic] 

would be "looked on as criminal attempts to disturb the peace, and would come V utterly 
to grief” However prone it might be to give way, the Russian Foreign Office would 
not, it was felt, yield to demands which were obviously unjustifiable.. (The quotation Is 
of course I rom a Germ an version, which may or may not be correct.) On the afternoon of 
Tuesday Baron von Schoou told me of the article (it had just been telegraphed to him), 
and tspulte with considerable irritation about it, declaring thut it had been obviously 
inspired by the Russian Foreign Office. ft was of course unnecessary to suggest that 
the controversy appeared to have been commenced by the telegram in the ** Voseiaeho 
^eitung, 1 the authorship ot which is freely attributed to the German Press Bureau—^ 
with every appearance of probability. But though it was to bo noted that Enron von 
SchouD appeared to wish to leave me under the impression that any blame for beginning 
this exchange ot polemics in the press should fall on the Russian*, [ was nevertheless 
surprised to learn from the {( Dully Mail ” correspondent on the following day that 
Dr. llutiimann, the head of the Press Bureau, had just sent for him, had told him 
in strict confidence that Ills department were anxiously trying to find out the origin of 
the telegram to the '* Yossische Zoitung ” and would be much obliged to him to 
endeavour to ascertain—or at least give an opinion on the. point—whether, as they 
suspected, the telegram was inspired by the Foreign Office in London. 

In reply to my enquiry as to what might Ire bis own opinion with regal'd to the 
incident, Mr. Wile, the gentleman in question, replied that he resented having been 
treated as a fool; that he believed that Dr. Dammam t was the author of tbo article in 
question, hut that in producing it lie might have gone beyond the wishes of superior 
authority, which had accordingly culled upon him to repudiate any connection with it. 
Ibis opinion may bu all the mere likely to be correct, since it is understood that this 
might not he the first, time that Dr. I kmiimnn has advanced rather further than was 
desired In advocating a “forward" policy.

THE li Kolnigdic Zekung " writes; £l I Indian aud English newspapers have 
published various^ statements on the Persian question. Worthy of especial nolo is au 
aitLcJe in the 1 Ndyoe Vremya/ written with the manifest object of representing 
Germany as l he international disturber of the peace. This paper endeavours to prove 
dial, Germany is pursuing aims in Torsia, not of a commercial character, and 
incompatible with the political and strategic interests of Russia and England. The 
material produced as proof consists; of three false imertme. Firstly, it la asserted 
mat the Deutsche Bank had offered Persia a loan on very severe conditions. This 
jls false* The Deutsche^ Bank has conducted no loan negotiations in Persia at all. 
Secondly, German financiers are said to have sought a concession for connecting Persia 
wit 1 1 the Bagdad Railway. This is also false. Thirdly, an attempt is alleged to have 
been made to obtain a Gorman concession on Lake Urumia, This concession too is 
only imaginary, 

'' In guarding German commercial interests in Persia Germany's treaty position is 
very clear and simple. She can also point to the introductory clause of the Anglo- 
Rusaian agreement about Persia of 1007, and to the assurances voluntarily given her 
from bt. Pelersburgb and London with regard to this agreement. Ah our readere are 
aware, 1 nnce., Biilmv frequently referred to this subject iti the Reichstag, arid stated 
Bn! G erinon stand poult, which since that time bus not changed. As Gem urn v r haa no 
political aspirations in Persia, there can bo no apprehension on the score of German 
interference, which could, as the 1 Novoe Vremya' desires, occasion or justify any 
steps against tho equal treatment of Germany in Persia. Wo observe with satisfaction 
tlniE the Russian, newspaper does not summarily dismiss llie principle of equality of 
treatment.. But we cannot form a conception as to the 1 Novoo Vromya* 5 idea about 
the maintenance of this principle. For example, in one breath it admits Persia's right 
to conclude any loans she pleases and denies Germany 1 '* right to conduct financial 
operations in Persia. Further, a German company has for year* hold a bank 
concession—though it is true that it has not l>een made use of. In tho statement of 
diu ’ Novoe Vremya 1 the conception of lhe open doer assumes a form opposed to 
cvoryiliing generally understood under that idea, and opposed r.o the interpretation 
placed on it by England and Russia in tho case of Germany. If the ' Novoo Vremya * 
™ a iI] quedtion princiqks of intermitionul ruhitimia, to strengthen which tho nations 
2invc worked lor it is not admissible to reproach German policy with weakening 
these principles. In Persia, too, in pursniug her economic interests German policy has 
never diverged a li air's breadth from the ground of treaty right. In tho article just 
otreuHsed w® have no reason to discorn the opinions of official circles, seeing that in 
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alt jwjgmkw it is far too opposed to the tacts officially known teJheRwto. 
Government For that, very reason, however, it is of service to call attention to the 
untenable character ot the article, which might, however, otherwise cause disquietude

In eontiiuiation of mv immediately preceding telegram) I have the honour to 
report that Nasr-uFMulk also referred to the question pf advance and loan to Persian 
Government, concerning wIlipli vague intimations huve already reached M. loklcwsky 

and me. • , , *: - . * 

He stated that the necessity of solidarity and of friendly and intimate relations 
with the joint Powers was now becoming clear to Persian Government. The conditions 
attached to financial aid from the two Powers had alarmed public opinion, but it was 
now being comprehended that in drawing up these conditions England and Russia 
were safeguarding their own interests, and had no designs against the countiy, 
Persia had given us satisfaction on one point by her reply to the Joint note of the 
7th April ; she was about to do so on a second by the engagement of foreign experts 
to superintend the Finance Department, Iu view of these facts she bad a strong moral 
claim to our help. Money was badly needed by Persian Government, but they had 
practically pledged themselves not to obtain it except through the two £ jovormuonts* 

In reply T I stated that His Majesty's Government had a sincere desire to assist 
Persia* I had not been informed of wliat Hia Majesty a Government s views were 
regarding an advuuce and subsequent loan, but 1 thought that they would recognise 
the moral claim on them that Persia possessed. 

M. Pokfewsky nho had a long and friendly interview with Minister oE Finance, 
who till quite recently had held very miti-Russian views, mid who hinted at the subject 
mentioned above.

WE Hid use copy of a report which we have received from our clients with 
reference to Mr. J. Cu&tolli'a visit, to the Caucasus to endeavour to identify the stolen 
carpets. Wo regret to say that Mr* CustcRi's trip appears to have been entirely without 
result* We had previously heard from Mr, (Asatelh that, so far us he could ascertain, 
the Russian authorities hud seized all the property in Rahim Khan's I muds belonging 












to Russian subjects, but they hail taken no steps to> protect the interests of anyone who 
■was not a Russian subject. 

This seems to bo confirmed by the report which wo now send you. Our clients' 
curpnto* marked with their name, appear to have been sold quite openly, ill some cases 
apparently to tho Russian authorities themselves. Under the circumstances it would 
appear to be hopeless to expect any real assistance from the Russian authorities in 
recovering the goods, 

The only course open to our clients is therefore to press for payment of their claim 
by the Persian Government, 

Our clients feel very much aggrieved that the Russian authorities on 1 he spot 
should have protected the interests of EuesM subjects and have taken no stops, 
whatever to recover the property of British subjoata* notwithstanding the representations 
which have lieeu chads to them ; in fact, our clients suggest that the Russian autho¬ 
rities should he held responsible for the failure to seize the carpets. We have, however* 
advised them that this is not possible. 

Wo shall be gif id if you will transmit to the British Minister at. Tehran the fact 
that Mr. Oasfcelli'u efforts to recover the carpets have proved entirely abortive, and 
bring pressure to bear on the Persian Government to pay the claim* 

Our clients refer to the fact that Rahim Khan had land and property in Persia 
which has been seized by the Persian Government, and which should he made available 
for the payment of these oleums.

I LEFT Tehran on the 8th April last furnished with an otltoial letter from the 
Rushan Minister to the Viceroy of the Qmee^niti, When handing in this letter, the 
Minister added the Caucasian authorities wore against the steps the St, Petersburg!] 
authorities wanted to take, viz,, seize the carpets from Rahim Khan who waa a 
] nil idea! refugee in Russia, and it was against their principles,, but on the insistence of 
the British Embassy l was permitted to leave for Russia for the purpose of examining 
thy said carpets. 

On my arrival, l introduced myself to the Viceroy's assistant {an old friend of 
mine) who, in the aWbql of the V iceroy through illness, informed rue of the Viceroy's 
objection to the carpets being inspected, but mentioned that, the matter could possibly 
be arranged with the tiist secretary, who had full powers to act during the illness of 
the Viceroy, After a delay of live days* a letter was handed to me addressed to the 
Governor-General of the province of KUsubethpol, who is in charge of the villages and 
towns up to the Persian frontier. I presented this letter to the Governor-General of 
Elisabethpol, who immediately ejschiwiged it for another letter addressed to the sub- 
Govyrncu- of Kariaghhi. During my interview' with the Governor-! lyueral of Elisabeth] j-l> 1, 
he told me that-according to reports ho hud received from the frontier authorities J63 
carpets wore seized, and ! ought to provide myself with a seal with which to seal tho 
said carpets in the presence of ilia police, alter which they would be transported to 
Tiliis for identification. He also added that in handing his letter to the sub-Governor 
of Rail ugh in, l should ho informed os to Lhe locality where the carpets could be 
inspected. 

After a carriage drive of twenty-four haute I reached Kariaghin. I ho sub-governor 
waa absent* hut 1 saw his assistant, who noticing that the letter was marked (1 secret, 1 ' 
declined in the tirst instance to open it. It was only after explaining the nature of the 
letter that ho brake the mil and read it. Ho then stated to mu there were no carpbte 
in the village, that a large quantity of nice piece* (about LOO in all) hud boon sold, and 
that he himself was the purchaser of ono car pot. which I was at liberty to examine, and 
which In 1 was i[into prepared to ruLimi ibr the mace he had paid for it. lie further 
informed me ii was common knowledge that Rahim Khan had looted our earpete* part 
of which he had sold at. Kuimghin, and part had been seized at Kamdm (a village 10 
miles distant), hut that no carpets would he found there. At the invitolkm of this 
official {assistant to the aub-Guvemor of Kaiiagliitt) 1 ufioompatikid him to his residence 
where I recognised ouo of our Keirufiu carpets* measuring JT3S metres x -'5*1 metres,

I gathered from these 
officials that they were all perfectly aware the carpets belonged to us, and yet no 
opposition was raised to their side item any quarter. 

Having been furnished by the assistant to the mb-ravern'or with a letter for the 
chief bf the police of Knradiz, in which was enclosed the letter of the Governor-General 
of Elisabethpol, I proceeded on my journey. On my arrival at Karachi: I delivered the 
letter to the chief of police* who informed me there were no carpets at present in Koradiz, 
but that on the day previous to rny arrival a lot of the value of about 800L laid been 
removed to Choucha. and as it was possible the vans may still be eel that neighbourhood 
he immediately dispatched three Cossacks to go to the village where Rahim Khan's son 
was resi ding, whilst two other Cossacks he sent to another village, and proposed that 1 
should accompany thorn. 1 replied that, according to reports he had himself furnished 
to the G oven tor-General of Elisahethpol, tho goods had been seized, and it was my duty 
to search for them. He then answered that he had never received orders to seize the 
goods, but on the contrary he had repotted to the aub-Governor of Kuriaighin that they 
would sell the outfits, and the sub-governor had replied to the effect that he was not 
to mix himself up in .Rahim Khan’s affairs, and ho had consequently allowed the goods 
to be taken away. 1 1 however, reminded tho chief of police that, according to the 
letter of tho Governor4,tenoral of Elisabethpol, dated the Llifch March, ho was instructed 
to sejIkw (ho carpets, and it was extraordinary on the 10th April ho had-not yot received 
the order. The fact is that the Cossacks returned to Kamdiz stating that neither 
carpets nor vans could lje (bund. 

lit the village of Knradiz, 1 learned from the villagers that ufty-throc pieces, 
comprising carpets, rugs* and units had been removed during the night hom tho house 
of a relative of Rahim Khan in another house, that lour large carpoto bearing our 
inscription in Persian characters had been liought. by the general of the troops on lire’ 
frontier, and that the other officials, knowing that the goods were looted* hud quietly 
allowed the sale without raising n protest.

Russia and England, and he had expressed the opinion that the ^Vnglo-Rueaiun 
Agreement ought to ho favourable to Persia, 

1 had replied that the agreement was a security for Persia, llad there been no 
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agreement* Persia would have been crushed by the struggle between Russia and 
England. I had also told Sumad Khan that 1 thought the Persians had made a 
mistake, after the deposition of the Shah, in not at onco making Russia feel sure that 
her position in the north of Persia would not be prejudiced by the constitutional 
regime. 

Samad Khan said that the amp d'etat of Colonel Liakhoff in the time of M. Hart wig 
had created an impression in Persia that Russia was not favourable to the constitutional 
regime, 

I observed that both Colonel Li a kh off and M, If art. wig were no longer in Tehran- 
The Russians had previously taken great pains to cultivate friendship with the Into 
Shah and to support him, but nevertheless, although they actually had troops at 
Tabreez, they had stood by and taken no step to prevent his deposition. This ought 
to have been a guarantee-to the Persians that Russia, was not hostile to the constitutional 
regime. 

Count Benkendorff remarked that the language* of jSamad Khan was all the more 
satisfactory* as it coincided with the favourable change of attitude on the part of the 
Persian Government,

I HAVE previously to this had the honour to make several communications to 
the Foreign (Mice, but without any very successful result, 1, now haw the honour of 
laying this communication before you head of the corps diplomatique anglaig, this 
body being tho channel of communication with all foreign Powers; the ultimate results 
of such coinmunicatioufi are attained by the practical application of British individual 
enterprise and commerce, 

ft seem? to me that the existing opposition or apparent opposition with which my 
proposals and suggest ions have met can only have arisen by failure to understand 
thoir exact aim and ultimate purpose* the aim and object of which are to revive 
British prestige in PferajS, mid to enable British trade arid commerce to successfully 
compute with that of other Powers establishing the same in a supreme position. 

The chief competitor is Russia, but without in any way prejudicing our friendly 
relations, l am sure that it will be possible to take such steps, although Russia may 
strongly oppose them, her efforts having in past years been axorturl to'cripple British 
trade, of which tho annulment of article 5P of the Treaty of Berlin so far as il 
relates thereto* and the Russo-Persian Convention of 1901, whereby the Persian CustcwiK 
tiu'iihs were n vised in iitvourot Russia, are only two striking examples among many such 
incidents. 

Thu present position of Persia m such ns to enable the aims, desires, and objectives 
of lluHsia to bts accomplished most easily; in fact, the advaccment of this Power is almost 
overlooked and ignored by and proposals that would counteract such advancement 
are diplomatically opposed, 

iWiu has her mtluence iu the north, including the capital of the country, She 
protects and stimulates her trade, and farther-more the nojiluTEi trude rentes by which 
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her trade is carried ate more under the control and influence of the Persian Government, 
than the southern trade routes. 

As long as the present atete of affairs lk maintained, namely, that- the Persian t 
Government is just able to carry on the affairs of the nation, and is constantly haictistied 
l>y representations: that prevent it from devoting its time to the internal reorgmusation 
of the country, so long will British trade and prestige continue to decrease to the 
advantage and gain of Russia, 

It tli ere fore follows that Russia lias nothing to gain, but much to lose hy the Persian 
Government being firmly established on a sound financial basis, which would enable her 
to fake those step which are necessary lor the suppression of any brigandage there may 
be on the southern trade routes. 

The Persian Government is not alone responsible for these results, but it is partly, 

I may say solely due to the British diplomatic policy adopted in Persia, the history of 
which in recent years I ins lyen u succession of results that have lowered the British 
wit ion in the eyes of the whole Maliorajnedan race, a large portion of which we 
already govern and by which race Persia is looked upon as their redeeming country. At 
tho same time the said policy Ins Formed a barrier to British advancement, and trade, 
affording protect inn to others against British competition, allowing other competitor* 
almost to monopolise the trade and prestige in the country. 

1 ask is there no one for tho .sake of the Empire whose honour and progress they 
have in their keeping who will put their shoulder to tho wheel for the advancement of 
a practical iasuo instead of" their hack against a wall which prevents our advancement 
and covers that of others ? 

It ie surprising the indifference with which Russia's advance in Northern Persia is 
leaked upon ju ODiupaimm with tho nhsolutestdlridstill I might say, decline in the south, 
by Grout Britain, i am told it h to be expected/" I submit wo ought to do everything 
in our power to arrest or counteract this state of affairs. And in dealing with Russia 
in tlus matter, while always ataining our frienply relations, still keep well in view 
the aims and objecthfls Russia has had for the last 109 years. 

Tbs programme J propose should Ikj carried out would place Great Britain and 
British interests in a supreme position mid gain the gratitude and loyal support of the 
entire Persian nation, at the same time attaining the object of the Anglo-Russian 
Convention of I9<>!3, namely, i In.* aWduto independence anjd integrity of Persia, thereby 
making that country a il bullet 1 "State to India. 

It ik regrettable that the delays which have already occurred have taken place for 
had it not beep made impossible to carry out these ideas three months ago, all 
complications, if any, with Germany would have been avoided, as negotiations were 
in such a position that the Persian Government. would not have considered or listened 
to any suggestions from tint quarter, rendering it useless For any other representative 
to investigate and consider the economic and commercial development of Persia.

purchase of growing timber on the southern coast of the Caspian Sea, in Persian 
territory, with a view to export it to Europe. 

You will observe that in this case, though the district in which the timber lies is 
in tho Russian sphere of influence under the terms of tho Anglo-Russian arrangement 
concernirig Persia, there is no question jjjjf supporting a demand fir a concussion in favour 
of a British subject, and the transaction cannot therefore hr held to bo barred by 
article 1 of that instrument. 

Et would appear to follow that, strictly speaking, His Majesty's Government are 
under no obligation to ask the consent of the Russian Government to the proposed 
transaction, and that the latter, on their part, have no valid ground of objection to it. 

If, however, the enquiries made by the applicants we to at once referred to Bin 
Majesty's legation at Tehran, mid, the? answer being found satisfactory, the arrangement 
were concluded without the knowledge of the Russian Government, the latter, on 
learning the facts* might raise objections, and a complicated and embarrassing situation 
tie produced. 

It there fore appears preferable to guard against such u contingency by laying the 
case before the Russian Government at onco, with a view to ascertain whether they 
have any objection to plfer to the scheme. 

1 luwc accordingly to request you lo take the necessary steps to bring the matter 
Lo the notice of the Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs, and, iu doing ho, to express o> 
bis Excellency the hope that, as tho transaction is not one of the nature forbidden by 
article i of the arrangement referred to, they will raise no objection Lo it.

AS a result of the good understanding between tho vali of Bnssorah and Shaikh 
Khiunl of Mohnmmerah, tho latter some three months ago promised to aid the 
Turkish authorities to preserve the peace in this vltav^t. and to hand over criminals 
from Turkish territory who sought retugo in tho ahdkbL domains. Khay.nl also under¬ 
took not to let disturbers of the pesice cross the river to Turkey. Last month robbers 
attacked a house at M&nnwi, a village dose to this consulate, It was reported to the 
authorities that one of the servants was a servant of Miraa llamza, tho sheikh’s agent 
at Bussorah, that he had lied to Mohanuiierah, and that the sheikh declined to 
give him up. On the 2nd April KA&fim Chulmemn* proprietor of the local newspaper 











trespassers were supported m their opposition to the focal authorities by one 
Muliaramad-al-Chanan, who, with the followers, lives at Xain p on Turkish territory. 
The vali sent the Taber Agassi* with fifteen gendarmes, to arrest Muhammad-at- 
Chamjau This they were not able to do. and were informed, in answer to their demands, 
that all the people there belonged to Sheikh KhazaJ and were unable to come to 
Bussomh, and if the arrest were insisted on, the agent of Miihainmad B|y-al-Misliri at 
Dowasir would be killed in the same maimer as Ko&sim Chelmeran. The Tabur Agassi 
returned to Bus&orah and informed the vali accordingly. Muhammad-al-Clian&n scorns 
to have applied to Sheikh Kbaad for protection* and when the latter was requested by 
the vuli to 1 1 anil Uhiman over, as he was an Ottoman subject residing on Tuiktsh 
territory* the sheikh refused, to do so, contending that the man belonged to him. On 
the 18th April, however, Sheikh Kbaztd brought up Muhammad Chanan with him In 
his yacht as u guest, to Busaorah, and wished to call on the vali with him to discuss 
the affair* but the vali refused to see cither Kh&ft&l or Ciuman, mid demanded that the 
latter should be handed over in the usual way, and if this were done be would be pleased 
to receive the sheikh. Sheikh Khwsul then returned to Mohatnmerah with liis guest* 
and relations with BusHurah are somewhat strained in consequence. Mirm Hnirufii left 
shortly after for Mohaiiimerah*

For the sheikh to hand over such a man to the Turkish authorities is unprecedented, 
nud difficult in the extreme and you could perhaps suggest thU point to the vuli. if 
opportunity offers; it is not a case of surrendering an ordinary malefactor* but a 
headman of the most powerful tribe in the district of Mohammerah, 

Haji Athbi is another important tribal leader domiciled in Turkey in Urmn-ar- 
Bassos, but undoubtedly in my belief a Persian subject* as he has only recently moved 
there, with most of his men, and in any case- he and bis tribe have always been recognised 
as Persian subjects, and have always fought for the sheikh in his wars. 

For the precise position of the houses of the two men please see my map of the 
Shalt-cl-A mb, sent to you in December. 

I understand that Persia and Turkey have their own arrangements regarding 
jurisdiction mid extradition, but whether this is the case or not, I venture to think that 
the Yidi would dowedl to recognise that the cash of Muhammad Chanan is not on all fours 
with other cases of extradition of criminals, eu which fie has had reason to complain. 
Tins, of course, with no prejudice to the rights and wrongs of the general question, 

Muhammad OEianan and Haji Athbi are members of the tribal council which moots 
at Failieh, and were amongst the eight tribal leaders who signed tlw agreement 
between the sheikh and the oil company, with reference to the land required for refinery 
and pipe line. 

I hone to cuius to Bussomh next Sunday and will discuss this question with you 
personally.

PLEABE refer to my l>,0, of the 2Hh instant on the subject of the Shaikh of 
Mohammerah and the vali of Busaorah. 

1, left. Bussuruh at midday on the 25th, and at 3 r 30 I’.M. passed the u Mannum,” 
which was returning to Bueanrjah. On my return to Mohimnnemh I learnt that af 
about midday the village of Muhammad (Jliunau, in Zain (Turkish territory)* opposite 
MohatintibraU, had been burnt and looted by Turkish soldiers, and timfc ten shots hud 
been fired from the ship's gang. 

1 saw Mirjsa Hbimmi, and urged him to keep people quiet, and then went with Haji 
Muahir, sou of Haji Hois, to view tlfo damage and uncertain the real facts. 

It appeal's that about forty Turkish soldiers were sent hy land and ;m equal number 
by river to Muhammad Chainin'* village, which they looted and burnt to the number of 
about sixty huts, some of which were quite unconnected with Muhammad Chunmi. 

They did as much wanton damage a* they could, burning planks, heliums., doors, &c. 
They then retired, and shortly afterwards the gun-boat opened (ire, (Smashing down 
several date trees and doing some damage re the house, not of Muhnmirmd Chnuuti, 
bat of Haji GuHidnn, wife of the late Sheikh Haji Jabir, and mother of the present 
sheikh. 

I surmise—withwliat accuracy I camlot say that the gun-boat intended to tire on 
Muhammad Chilian’s house, but missed it and hit the bouse of the old lady, wliioh is in 
the line of tire, Hia Excellency Sheikh Kluizal is now iri AhwnK t but will* 1 expect, 
shortly return. 

! have wired to Colonel Cox giving him a briif account of what occurred, 

Mirzu Hainan telk me that on the 25th soldiers from the 11 Marmara" demanded 
the persons of Muhammad Chanan, Haji Athbi, and Bamk-bin-Nafta, brother of Haji 
Arak, The seemid-named is head of tlies Umtn-ur-Hassas tribe, which is tributary to 
the aheikh: The third-named is brother of another head m Em, and has always lived 
and had business exclusively on Pereirm soil. All three are, in my opinion, JTrainn 
suhjaefo. 

Failing to get possession of these men, they yesterday Imprisoned M'afcuk-bin- 
Naftilj brotrier of Barak, and his son, who are also* I believe, indisputably Persian 
subjects, 
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I will defer for the present troubling you with an expression of view a« to the 
political or legal aspect of the ease, AH I would remark is that the vali’e action seems 
to me to be unjustifiable and high-handed, and not calculated to further the peace of 
the district, unless he i» prepared to reinforce hie present armaments.

E HAVE the honour to forward copies of correspondence on the subjuet of the action 
of the Turks vis-a-vis tho Sheikh of Mobammerah, in continuation of my letter of the 
27th April, 1910. 

2. \ beg to offer the following comments on Mr, Crow's despatch No. 46 of the 
27th April. 

3. The evidence that is available here tends to show that Muhammad Chinan is* 
according to international law, a Persian subject. 

4. Although it is no doubt true that the Turks have not been able to exact redress 
in the past, it is equally true for the same reason, thejjjf have been wholly unable to keep 
order on their side of the river and in Bussorab, aud the sheikh has bad frequent cause 
to complain of this, Ii lias always been a convenient excuse for the Turkish subordinate 
officials to report that the criminal in question had lied to Mohanirnerah \ it is known 
that facilities for so doing were not infrequently afforded them by the said officials* 

0. The question of the frontier, so far as it affects FaiUeh, raised by the vali, is 
dealt with in my letter to you No. 25c of the lSSth March, 1010. 

G. Minawi and Ajailwieh (mentioned in Elia Majesty's consul’s, Bussorah, despatch 
No. £2 of the 23rd Aprili are hi Turkish territory, close to Rnssornh, and there is not, I 
believe, the slightest evidence beyond the interested assertions of the Bnsscmli police to 
show that the crimes there are in any way connected with Mohammerab* Miraa I lanusa 
assures me most definitely that the murderer is at present in Turkish territory in Dinji, 
and that the Bussorah police are afraid to apprehend them. 

7. The ease of Monjdhed Mishri, also mentioned in the despatch above quoted, lias 
another aspect. The removal of 41 fellahs in the usual way M is a euphemism for an 
attempt on the part of the Turks to oust the tenant* of certain lands (alleged tube 
Persian subjects) without reference to the Turkish courts of law, in favour of the 
Turkish nwncr. It is not stated who gave tho message to the Tubur Agassi that Mishri 
would be killed in the same way its Oholmcran, if tho arrest of Muhammad Chaimn were 
insisted on. It Is strenuously denied here, and seems inherently improbable that 
Muhammad Chanan, or his men, would have been so foolish to utter such a threat, to 
fifteen armed gendarmes on Turkish soil. The story is not unlikely to bo a fabrication 
on the part of Turkish subordiuato officials with the object of causing trouble between 
the sheikh and the vali, 

B. The vali demands that Muhammad Chanan Us handed over, and his refusal to 
oven discuss tho matter with Sheikh Klmzal seems to Us arbitrary and unjustifiable. 
A* headman and hereditary leader of one of the sheikh's tribes, it is impossible for tho 
sheikh to hand him over to the vali without incurring the hostility of a powerful section 
of the tribes who uphold him.

' I HAVE your letter of this evening. A list of about tv^nty-fivo people was sent 
to the sheikh, giving names of persons wanted for various matters connected with 
trouble on the rivisr in Turkey. 

fhe vali could not tell me anything against Haji Athbi, and did not scorn to know 
the name, but said that the cases of the persons asked for would he dealt with judicially 
if surrendered* ! told him ft might he extremely difficult for the sheikh, ns an Aran, 
to surrender either CUnum or 1 Athbi, who were chiefs of some rif liis most powerful 
tribuBj art sucli a surrender would by contrary to Arab customs and tribal rides. The 
vali, said Chanan woe an Ottoman subject resident in Turkey, and even if he wore not 
an Ottoman subject be was concerned in past troubles on tho river. The Turks 
hitherto bad not been able to exact redress, but that time was over. The sheikh in 
years past had frequently been asked to restrain his adherents from disturbing the 
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peace of the vilayut. He had nqjj done so* As be protected these people and refused 
to surrender them, the vi\]i said lie had mo choice in the latter [flic] but to take his own 
measures. t - 

My impress: on h that the vali is aciing on instructions from Ckmgtantioople, and 
I hear that lie wired after refusing the sheikh when ,'the latter brought up Ghanan to 
BuHSomk f do not think any thing frelji is contemplated at present, unless the sheikh 
given cause by raising hfo "tribes and creating trouble. In that case the lurks might 
move against Failieh or destroy some of the sheikh's property in Bussorah, 1 notice 
that they pulled down part of a new house which the sheikh is erecting on the Assjhav 
Creek* near the bridge, but they did not do much damage, and the proceedings wore 
stopped, I hear, by the yah in ponson. At the same time they pi ailed down part of 
Khar Leri's new house (unfinished) ft little lower down, but l do not attach much 
importance to these incidents. The vidi spontaneously told me that the sheikh's House 
at Fail fob, which he called “ Peraian vildfo” was, strictly speaking, situated in Turkey, 
according to the line of demarcation laid down by the commission. He scorns to have 
learnt this from Oohstaiitiuoph.!, The Turkish officials are childishly exultant over the 
Zain affairs, and matter must re® awhile till they are cooler. 

There have been no trouble* on the river, as Ihr as 1 know, except the recent affaire 
ftt Ajrtrtwiuh and Mimiwai and Chilmsi, but, accord!ng to my reports to the embassy, 
there is a heavy cumulative record against Mohanuneruh from September 1908 to the 
3 1st March, 1900, and most of the offenders were traceable to your district Apart 
from this, 1 have in previous yeans repeatedly called the attention of mtr Government to 
the attitude of the sheikh in regard to river troubles generally, and to disturbances in 
Bussorah in particular. On nire occasion during the hunt for Glut ml tea murderers in 
19011 and 1907 representations were made at my instance to the sheikh through 
Tehran, To the best of my recollection the sheikh took the matter lightly. My efforts 
to get the shaikh to coreperaio with the Turks and aid them to suppress lawlessness 
have been unavailing. The Hay of reckoning seems to have come, and 1 think it is 
high time the Turks took up the mutter themselves. Their action may be arbitrary, 
blit if they have the force to carry it through--and I shall ask the embassy to prigs for 
supply of proper means—it will, 1 um sure, in the end hr salutary ws far as this vilayet 
is concerned.

His Majesty’s acting consul, Moliammerah, submits a further representation, in 
which, now that ho knows for certain which is the documentary boundary suggested 
by the mediating commissioners in .1850, he urges two additional grounds for the 
suggestion that, if it is by any means possible, Great Britain should seek arguments 
which will enable her to disregard the “recommendations' 1 of the mediating 
commissioners and support an adherence to tlie boundary line actually recognised [by 
the local authorities on the spot for years past, 

These two grounds are 

1. That the mediating commissioners* paper line is found on examination to 
throw the sheikh’s personal residence, court-house, <5fce., at Failleh, and the head oE an 
important creek into Turkish limits. 

2. That whereas the centre of the fairway used by the steamers is the dividing 
line universally recognised in practice for many years past, the commissioners 1 line 
gives the Porte the whole channel, including two important islands now Persian 
territory, 

These considerations arc, I submit, of sufficient liveliness and cogency to warrant 
my submitting the question to you again, in the hope that the position will be 
reconsidered, and tliat His Majesty’s Government will perhaps see their way, by 
arrangement with Russia or other means, to support the existing order of things in 
the event of the question coming into lively issue. 

I o\ course quite realise that it is greatly to the interests of Persia and ourselves 
that it. should riot be m raised, and that the present boundary as now practically 
recognised should rather inure by passage of time. Recent events, however, clearly 
demonstrate the expediency of our knowing definitely, in advance, as far as possible 
what attitude we can adopt in case we are obliged by force of circumstances to make 
a declaration on the subject. 

Lieutenant WiIson’s paragraphs speak sufficiently for themselves, and I do not 
think I need add comment, except to say t hat. I generally endorse his remarks. 1. may 
mention, however* that 1 do not quite follow him in paragraph S of his letter, and that 
the page of Mi\ Alwyn Parker's memorandum to which ho alludes therein refers to a 
Government of India print. The passage in question will be found in paragraph 6, 
P- 8, of Foreign Office print, Confidential 8800, dated December ID00. 

[ shopId explain, in conclusion, that although the Acting Consul’s letter is dated 
the 12th March, mid was awaiting me on return to Bushire from leave on the 
>d.st March, I lieutenant Wilson, alter discussing the map with me personally a few 
'lays later, asked permission to modify one or two passages. His amended letter did 
not- reach me till the latter part of April, and I had not been able to study it up to the

much of its acute chameter. There had Ixreu a ndsuriderstimding about it. He hud, 
ns \ u;ir: m, doubt aw;insi'on M. IsvoLky, and had spoken to him about the manner m 
which, as they considered Gcrmaji rights wore being menaced. M. Izvolsky had 
reioited by accusing them of coming into Persia with offefe of loans and demand^ Tor 
cpncGtiaions to ihr detriment of the position and jnt##l$ winch Russia had acquired 
in i hut country, i Jo had of course rejoined that this was not, the east?. Though they 
were not bound by any agreement or obligation to do so, they hud expressly refrained 
from countenancing any proceedings of tho kind. He would give his word of honour 
to Lhat effect. The uiisutidei-siandiiig had thus been denied up. 

Moreover, tho German Guvcriiment had now learnt that tho two Powers were 
proposing to tho Powers an tL exrh;mgc of views 11 with the Persians before the grant 
of concussions which might injure British or Russian political interests. This was 
quite different from tho original id# thill, the " jaHtiiiasion " of the two Powers was to 
lie required before any concessions were eNamhied. The German Movvrnntent hud 
been very sctisiiive on this point, but the firat-mentioiled formula seemed to be in 
accordance more or less with u private suggestion he bad nc^de for the two Powers to 
act discreetly ( u ugir disvri’loniuuL “), but not to make a parade of anything ( u dr nc 
I'ieu alficbcr "). Mcaiiwbik:, no actual difficulty in practice had arisen, but, ha I must 
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kno.w, their press was extremely susceptible and ready to raise an outcry that German 
interests were in danger, I remarked on this that it was to be noted that some organs, 
by no means backward in the defence of German rights, had sounded a distinct note of 
moderation. Baron von Schoen replied that this was the ease ; they had been accused 
in some quarters of trying to make a second Morocco affair out of the business. This 
was the last thing in the world (hoy wished to do. 

Baron von fafchoen spoke at some length, more than once repeating himself, 
especially in insisting that there had been a misunderstanding ("n^entendu* 1 ). But 
i think that the foregoing is an accurate summary of the purport of his remarks '.[’he 
impression left on me from the very tirat was that of a carefully m'epared, if not very 
convincing explanation of a change of front with regard to the recent attitude of the 
German Government relating to Persia. As regards the causes which may have 
contributed in dictate this action, ! can only venture- so far to suggest one or two ideas. 
M. Jules O&mboii, in the course of conversation, seemed to be struck with the idea that 
the kmperorh visit to London and his reception there by the King and by the public 
had rendered His Majesty more desirous of a voiding causes of friction* Perhaps the 
lukewarm attitude of Anst.rjn might furnish a more plausible explanation—a view 
which receives some confirm at ion from the information respecting Count A ehrenthalb 
ideas which you were good enough to communicate to me on flic 21st instant A 
further article by Count Rev onflow in the ** Tagcs^eitiuig ” urges that it must be borne 
in mind that, align Id Rusyia be bard pressed as regards her legitlmato aspirations in 
Northern Persia, -die must in suH-dotenoe end by declaring some, sort of protectorate. 
Germany could not prevent her from doing so, though alio would of comae find that 
the change would be by no means to her advantage. A story reached me privately 
that this consideration has been urged upon the German Government by Count 
Aekrenthal himself, who was uol, however, the author of the suggestion, which was 
supposed to form part of what a pan-German newspaper recently called "English 
intrigues via Vienna,' 1 Eti any case, there have been, as 1 have ventured to report 
before, marked traces of a disinclination ou the part of the m>u-iinspired press to see 
matters develop into ei L( second Morocco alTalrT 

On the other hand, it is evident that anything like a promise from the British 
Government to guarantee participation in the supply of railway material would be 
hailed by more than one section of the German press as an important diplomatic 
triumph, and would increase the prestige of the Chancellor in quarters where Kindi a 
result would at the present moment bo welcome to him. Tho National Liberal party, 
which represent to a great extent the manufacturers who would directly hetidit by 
any such arrangement, are just at tho present moment in a fairly strong position m 
Prussia. The fate of the Electoral Reform 3.aw introduced by the Government is in 
their hands, for unless si certain number of them can be induced to support the very 
Conservative form which Iieis boon given to this measure, ii must inevitably lie lost, 
and the struggle on the subject musl In* recommenced afresh uexl session in the less 
favourable conditions which would arise from the discredit of failure. Ii may be 
further remarked that the Centro party, at pfosent not on the most cordial terms with 
Hoit von Bstlimaiin-Hcllwog, who is in some need of their good-will, derives scene of 
its influence in Westphalia from the iron industry- After the recent trouble with the 
Mannesxnanns and (heir fcsupjftjrtern, tho Imperial Foreign i dUca may be expected to be 
doubly anxious to avoid an accusation of indifference to Merman commercial interests.. 
In all the circm instances, the ref on-, it would seem possible that, fllthoigh they have 
interrupted discussions with His Mnp-siyA Government. for the moment, ik- German 
Government may he quite ready to return to the subject later if tho mom out is found 
to be favourable, and especially if tho progress of separate negotiations with Russia 
should encourage them lg do ao,

WITH reference to my despatch No. 22 of the 23rd instant, and my telegrams 
Nos, 16 and 17 of the Sit th and 26 th in struts, I have the honour to enclose Copies of 
two letters received from the acting 3British consul at Mohammerah,* 

The “Mai'niaris” which had been anchored near Zoiu for several days returned to 
Bussorah on the 2-1 th instant and left Tor Zcin again early cn the 25th instant. The 
village of Zero* which is on the furbish side of the Shatt and is occupied by Mohammed 
Chemn and Ins tribesmen, was burnt and bombarded at midday on the 25th instant. 
Men in lwats landed with keresiue oil and r accompanied by forty soldiers despatched 
overland, burnt about sixty huts and the house of Chip an and looted all the property 
they could find. They then retired and bombarded the place with the guns of the 
" MarmarisT The Mutcasarif of Hassrv, who was on the ship, told me there was an 
explosion in Ghenan's house, when fired, which he attributed to the ammunition stored 
there.. Lieutenant "Wilson'a letter gives details of the operations gathered during a 
personal visit to Zetu after the incident. According to the vail tlio firing on GulfidsuTa 
house (the hidy is the mother of the Sheikh of Mohammerah and waa in residence at 
the time) was due to a inUdajre, The house was apparently in the line of fire and they 
could not sue it through the trees. There was no casualties, 

1 saw the vah on the 27th instant, and he told me a list of about twenty-five 
pcTKons was sent to the sheikh, giving the mimes of persons wanted for various matters 
connected with troubles on the river in Turkish territory. The vali could tell mo 
nothing about Haji Athbh mentioned in Lieutenant Wilson's letter, and did not seem 
to know the name, lie said the cases of the persons asked for would Ire dealt with 
judicially If they wore surrendered* I told him it- might bo extremely difficult for tho 
sheikh, as :m Arab, to surrender either Chonnu or Athbi, who were chiefs of some of his 
most powerful tribes, ns such a surrender w ould be contrary to Arab custom and tribal 
rules. 1 observed that in dealing with the Arabs we usually respected their tribal 
customs. The vali contradicted mo, mid said we treated them with great severity. 
He said Cbeuau was an Ottwiau subject residuait in turkey, and oven if L he were not 
;m Ottoman subject, which he declared was not the case, he was concerned in past 
troubles on the river, and had lately defied his authority. The Turks hitherto had not 
been strong enough to exact redress, but that time wan over. The sheikh in past 
years had frequently been asked to restrain his adherents from disturbing the peace 
of the vilayet. Ho had ubt done so. As he protected these people and declined 
to surrender them, the vali said lie had no choice m lho matter but to tako his own 
measures. 

My imprcAsion is that the vali is acting on instructions from C|p^ntmo|>h r an 
1 hear lie telegraphed after refusing to receive the sheikh wh&n the latter brought 
Chemn to see him at Busaorah, I do not think anything fresh is contemplated at 
present unless the sheikh gives cause by raising hie tribes and creating trouble or 
attempting reprisals; In that case xhe Turks might move against Failiyah or destroy 
some of the sheikh's property 4 it Bussq-rab. I noticed that they pulled down part of a 
new house which the sheikh is t rect^ig on the Aahar creek near the bridge, nut they 
did not jjo much damage, and the pn meed mgs were, I hear, stepped by the vali in 
person, At the same time they also pulled down part of a now unfinished house 
belonging to an Ottonym subject, Kostini Khedcri, agent of the Bombay and Persian 
lino at Bussorah, which stands cJcao to the shaikh's house* 1 do not attach importance 
to these incidents. 

The vali said he respected good people and strong people, and as the aheikh was 
lio hirer he was not going to show him unv money, U was an clut dr (/Herre, and I 
hear Im bins issued a manifesto to that dibet to his mjutessarifs and kulmakums and 
other official* in tln- vilayet. Thu vali spontaneously told me that the sheikh's houso 
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atEftiliy&h, which he called “a Persian yildtz,” was, striofc® speaking, situated in 
I urkey, according to the line of demarcation laid down by the boundary commission, 
lie suems to have learnt this from Constantinople. I did not discuss this matter with 
him, but I gather from Lieutenant Wilson that this, statement is correct, although 
both the Turkish and Persian Government^ agreed subsequently to respect the $tatu& 
f/Eio, which has now existed for over half-a-cisutury, and according to which the actual 
trentier is at Diaiji. The Turkish officials arc childishly exultant over the Zem affair, 
and matters must rest awhile till they are cooler. The vali leaves on Saturday, 
the 30th instant, for Bagdad, to meet Nazim Pasha, and expects to be absent about 
u month. 

"With the exception of the affairs at Ajerawiyeh, where the proprietor of the 
tebarel-Hakk was murdered, that at Menawee, in which a servant of Mirza Hamza was 
implicated, find an gnMBode at Clulkis], of which I have not received details, there have 
not, sis far as f. am aware, been any cases of river piracy or disturbances round 
RueaOrah since April 1900, hut in the winter of 190S-L90& the river was much 
disturbed 1 would refer your Excellency to Mr. Gear/s despatches No, 7G of the 
17th October, No. 79 of the 31st October, and his telegram No. ,57 of the 5th November, 
and my telegrams No. GO of the iM November, No. 61 of the 30th November, and 
my despatches No. 89 of the 5th December, 1998; No. 2 of the 15th January, No. 9 
of the 13th February, and my telegrams No. Lfl of the 13th February, No. 12 of the 
16th February, No, 16 of the 26th February, No. 19 of the 2nd March, and No. 21 
of the 16th March, 1909. The causes of the disturbances which occurred up river in 
the spying of 1909 were sum mar ised In my despatch No. 20 of the 31st March, 1909. 
There is u heavy cumulative record against Molmmmernh from September 1908 to the 
31st March, 1909, and most of the offenders were traceable there. The name of the 
Sheikh of Mohammernb figures largely in my reports, and, during seven years residency 
at this post I have had frequent occasion to draw tins attention of His Majesty's 
■EmUwy, notably in the Magiul caseand the murder of Mr. Glaimtb in 19,06, to 
tbe sheikh's baneful influence m this vilayet and his unwillingness to co-operate with 
thy furkish authorities by delivering criminals who sought asylum at Mohn mineral) or 
by restraining the many lawless tribes subject to his mikienco in Turkish territory from 
committing acts of brigandage, murder and piracy, On cue occasion during the bunt 
for GlanyElio's murderers in 1996-1907 representations were made, at my instance, to 
the sheikh through Tehran. To the best of my recollection the sheikh took the 
matter lightly. Uaheyah, one of the culprits, who confessed his complicity lxdbre me, 
admitted Wore the court-martial that Mirza Hamza, the sheikh's representative, had 
promised to deliver him, as he put it, s< out of the mouth of the lions/ 1 My efforts 
to jzfet the sheikh to aid the r lurks to suppress lawlessness on the river have been 
unavailing. He cannot plead he has not been warned. The day of reckoning now 
seems to have come, and I think it is high time the Turks took up the matter 
themselves, The action of the vali at Zoiu, though no doubt arbitrary as Turkish 
methods usually arc, is not, I think, wholly unwarranted hi view of past history* and 
if he has the teres to |ftrry it .through, such incidents may prove salutary as far us 
this vilayet is concerned. 

The commodore informs me that some rnolor gun-bnats have been ordered for use 
on the river. It will no doubt aid the aulhoritica if these gim-hoate are expedited, 
I would therefore urge yoUr Excellency to press for their completion and dispatch 
ae soon as possible.

Sir, Shiraz, April 2, 1910. 

ON relinquishing charge of His Majesty’s consulate at Shiraz, I feel it my duty 
to request you to take such steps as may appear to you desirable to bring to the 
favourable notice of the Admiralty the services rendered by the Maxim detachment 
from His Majesty’s ship “Sphinx,” under the command of Lieutenant Lang* il.N. It 
would seem possible that these services may he somewhat obscured by the Fucl that 
the crisis of July last eventually passed over without bloodshed* and I have consequently 
thought it all the more desirable to emphasise the severe hardships entailed by there 
forced march to Shiraz in the height of the summer. They sot out almost at a 
moment’s notice, and marched every night for a week, being kept on the qui vivb the 
whole time by the possibility of an attack, the heat meanwhile being so severe that two 
of the Mahratta sepoys succumbed to heatstroke, and the road one of the most trying 
in the world* Under these circumstances* I venture to suggest that this march was an 
unusual feat of endurance, for which the detachment deserve particular credit.

proceed mg to Bahrein were hitherto compelled to take out passports identical with 
those issued to persons proceeding to a foreign country. They are 3sow to be granted 
a pass as if going to a Persian port. This stop would seem to be a fresh attempt to 
claim Persian sovereignty over the island. 

I do not propose, however, to make any protest on the subject unless you should 
instruct me to do so.

I LEFT Shiraz for Ispahan qii the 4th April The party accompanying tm? 
ceitsiated 1 4’ Jemadar Dost Muhammad Khun, with twelve sowars of the .t&il tiwana 
Lancers, fntminfj part- of the Ispahan consular escort, and four Persian Cossacks under 
Vakilbashi VaH! Husaupi The Litter were told oil at fflraz to accompany me to 
Abrtdfth, but at the latter place telegraphic orders won: obtained for them to continue 
the journey with me fis far as Ispahan, My caravan was also upcornpauied hy 
Prince MuklmtiVM'd-Dowhdiy late superintendent of telegraphs, and for a shorl time 
deputy governor at Shiraz, but his party contained nothing of miUt-ary value. 

Although travelling on the imun caravan mute of Fars, we did not Bee a single 
caravan U'tween Sluraz and the Ears border* and the stories ot wholesale robbery, 
especially of cattle and sheep, which was heard at practically every stage, were 
materially confirmed hy the circumstance that the villagers in several places were found 
to have deserted Ihe village sites and to be living in the earav.:unserais, Iho post 
which left Shiraz, two days after us was stopped no Ess fliau four times in one stage, 
Find in two places south uf DeLbid we were told t.bal the road was blocked by robbers, 
although, if there,, they made no sign. The stories of danger grew more serious as we 
approached Ahn&eli, and at that place I had two prolonged consultations with the 
Hiirbuiig of fdossac^bj deputy governor* as to the real state of the dfiJigerous stretch in.

Ihiyfoliowmg 
morning I waited for the reply until aboutf & i-M., and then, nothing being visible in iho 
direction of Ahddeb, I decided to return there in order to make sure ol the safety oi the 
two left behind. Being afraid to leave anything unguarded, l took the entire caravan 
with me. About half-way to Abadeh, Mi 1 . GonsnIves with my servant imd two Cossacks 
wei'fi found in a tower by the side of the road, where they hud taken refuge Oh keeing U 
numW of robbers on the right side of the road, at some distance. From this tower we 
returned towards Shulgistum 

On reaching a point about 10 miles from the village, 3 observed acme horsemen in 
some broken ground at the foot of a steep hill, the lowest point oi which was about a 
null: from the point where we then were. The horsemen were certainly not niovo than 
nix in mimbcr, hut as they kept dodging al>out in the foothills it was novel possible to 
sue them all together. It was clear enough, however, that either they were oat by them- 
selves or they were the scouts of a huger body. In the former cose it might, by expected 
that they would have nothing to say to our caravan* but in the jattor tlicy would

The sowars had then gone on a short 
distance, and l did not know whether the. mail's gun bad been lemoved, so I took my 
shot-gun and killed him from ulraut 30 yards, and then discovered that bin gun had 
betrti removed (by Sower Muhammad Khan, who had thought him dead).

and :dyi>gnvu Abb as Khan various in.sti motions in the event of bis reaching that place 
in sati’ty, I t was, consequent! y, pretty clear that nothing was to he expected from 
bnii, and we should have to ixsly rui what we had. Ablins lujan was somewhat reluctant

I'hc above is the narrative nf tins incident, and it only romams to oiler n few 
remarks upmi several aspects of it. In the HrsL place, I have great pleasure in 
reporting that tin- iH-huvimir of the nmvara was splendid throughout. [n tills 
voiuiuctiou [ am disposed to lay leihS stress uii the attack, although they all galloped 
straight in without In-ait at ion on two men who worn limit'd and at Isay, than on 
the retreat, whi cl i was conducted with the u Linos I stood mess, although it was 
necessary, "i:i nee amt of tlie dil hanky of carrying tlm dead men, to go very slowly, 
and ah liotjgh ull wore aware of the imighljourhood of a strong body of the enemy (

T a in strongly of opinion that it was only their conduct on this first occasion of 
contact with tlie robbers that saved us from fl very much more serious attack in twd 
ground the next^day, and that this tribe at least will regard parties escorted by our 
sowars with considerable respect in future. The Persians or our party were undoubtedly 
impressed, especially by our bringing away tlie dead. I venture to think that the 
conduct of these sowars merits some special form of recognition, which I earnestly hope 
the Government of India maybe pleased to grant them. 1 would especially mention 
the .Jemadar Dost Muhammad Khan, and, although where alt did so well it is difficult 
to distinguish, Sowar Muhammad Khan and Nuik Murad Khan, more for the good 
fortune that gave them the opportunity of becoming prominent by actually killing the 
rubbers than because they showed greater gallantry than the iust. Tomadar Dost 
Muhammad Khan has already served with distinction in South Africa, where he- 
gaiiied the Indian Older of Merit arid two medals with eight clasps, and on the frontier 
(medal with three ojhsps). 

1 any sure that if 1 there is any decoration which can lie awarded for his services on 
this occasion, it will be both thoroughly merited and more appreciated by the recipient 
than any other possible form of recognition. The same of course applies td the sowars* 
although it must he remembered that they were following the jemadar-8 lead. I ami 
confident that, the whole party will receive some form of substantial reward, and ! hope 
there may be some special promotions. On this point it may not he out of place to 
remark that, alt bough I am myself perfectly confident that the course adopted by me 
m attacking i:he robbers without waiting for them to come to close quarters was in 
reality the safest that could have been taken under the circumstances, and that it did 
in fact save us at least from a very gravH danger of complete disaster, it is possible 
that it may be considered to have been too rash and hazardous. In that event I must 
emphasise the fact that the whole responsibility for the course pursued rests entirely 
upon myself and the jemadar and sowars were merely carrying out, in my opinion with 
great gallantry, the orders given by rue, These latter, moreover, were the outcome of 
a considered resolve which I. bin! already formed at Abstdoh and explained to the 
jamadsr, and not of any hasty decision on the spur of the- moment. 

I am especially anxious that the services of the IGssack Vukilbashl, who was by 
my side throughout find made himself very useful indeed, and the throe men under 
him. who accompanied me from Sliiim, should receive a thcpuighly adequate recognition, 
Tn tills connection I would recall the fact that the two Persian Cossacks who were 
wounded in M. Passck^s party last December received, although their wounds were 
mere tlesb wounds, tlie large sum of \*50 tomans each, and those who were with the 
party, but yyppe not wounded, received a smaller sum which I have forgotten* Home, 
ii not all of them, received promotion in addition. I am of opinion that these 
reward* were excessive, hut at tlie same time if. is most undesirable that any invidious 
Comparisons.shouId be nmde■ by the Cossack-s between their treatment by the Russian 
and the British Governments rasp™?lively under analogous ciroumetftiters. I In■ j..-, 
Iherdore, that it will bo possible to obtain for the Vakil basin u step m promotion 
which be unquestionably Serves, with or without a monetary reward,, and for the 
Cossacks ft substantial reward in cash. 

I would urge fttao the desirability of issuing to .consulates in PcTijjfia, for use on 
similar duty, a supply of oartridgea with some pattern of man-stopping bullets. Tile 
man who killed our sowftra had, I think, five bullet wounds. I had no time to examine 
closely, and one or two may have been exit marks, but live hull.-t marks I myself saw, 
I am sure (bar only two bullet wounds were received by him after he fired at 8invf 
Chidam Mubftiiuisftd Khun, and it is a ftftr itiferenco that if chip riflea had bmi loaded 
with man-stopping bullets cl sumo kind, certain ly one, and possibly both of our sow lira 
would lif alive now. Considering that these human veiiniit whom our men have to 
meet are usually, ns iti ihia casv, armed with Mni tinin, it. is a decided bandicaj) to 
furntKb i nt? biter with weapons which liftvts no stunning uflect on these hardy triljosin-en 
unless they happen to strike a vital part. 

In ■conclusion, T venture to hope that tin: emtnH, paid by me tioipording to the 
annexed schedule ns. rewards to the Cossacks and local levies who accompanied mo, may 
be refunded to mp by Government. It seems a largeaum Jiul [ had with mo from Slit lm a 
to Abadeh four ( os$acka, from Abadeh to Yogdikhast in addition three ('nssacks, twelve 
mounted and twenty-five unmounted levies, and from VefiEikhast to Ammiabad ten 
mounted tmd twenty iamounted levies, and It was clear enough that the latter required 
some-‘xcupliouid fttnuuhiM tn make them ^tfti't at all.

contract, with Messrs. Stnck, by which the latter agreed to relieve them of any claim 
advanced agtdnst them by Messrs. Weir for violation of his contract with the Muin, a 
condition which Mr. Stock declined to accept, ft appeared to Mr* Brown anti myself, 
hmveycr, that if the VekiEul-Roaya's account of the Muurs position was correct, Messrs, 
Weir’* remedy would lie not- against the Persian Government, but against the 
Muin-ut-Tiijjar, and that therefore the condition demanded by the Persian Govenmieut, 
but refused by Mr. St rick, was useless, and Mr. Brown consequently endeavoured to 
induce the Persian Government t>i adopt this view. 

The Persian Government, however, on whom the second protest on behalf of 
Messrs. Weir, made by my self on receipt of your telegram No. d of the 2bth April, had 
made an unfortunate impression, declined to withdraw the condition. To overcome 
Messrs. Striek's reluctance 1.0 accept it, the only feasible step seemed to be to urge the 
Persian Government to send in the note suggested by the Vekil-ul-Roayn, We argued 
that if Messrs. Strick, on the faith of that note, concluded the contract with tiro Persian 
Government including a clause relieving them of [heir responsibility towards Messrs. 
Weir, and the statement w f as afterwards proved to lie false, the clause above mentioned 
would become iptfu fado mill. Mr.. Brown therefore urged this view on Mr. St rick, and 
simultaneously pressed ibe Vekil-ul-lfoaya to cause the promised note to be sent, to mo. 

A fresh difficulty then arose. In reply to Sir G. Barclay« pretest of the 12th 
April, tto Poraian Government had atoted that " Mum-ut-Tuj jar's arrangement with ibe 
British firm will be respected," and fooling that the promise made in this note 
precluded them from making any contract with Mr. Slrick, they now desired that die 
note should bo returned. When, however, they learned that the surrender of the note

■constantly circulated of the conclusion of financial operations or the of 

concessions by the Persian Govern incut, but neither M. Pokleweki nor I hav e boon 
able to discover any hotter foundation for therm except* of co.nrset the option given to 
hi. Maurice Cohen, than the presence in Tehran oE M. Said Ructe, of the Deutsche 
Bank, and Mr, Osborne, rt?presenting the " Inffiptional Syndicate/' 

The former, so far as I know, has done nothing but study the situation with 
special reference to the opening of a branch of the Deutsche Bant here. ITc says that 
lit- haa rs! ported fully lo Berlin, nut I that he has not as yet been empowered to enter 
inio any negotiations. At the same time, he has taken some pat ns to let me know 
iiidirectly that Slp&hdftr has sent messengers to him afcretly suggesting clandeBtiHO 
meetings to discuss the railway concession from Khamkln to Tehran, which he would 
be quite ready to give if the quid pro <pM> wore subatunlial enough. 

Another veraion of the story is that he received a deputation of the Nationalist 
party wfp offered to force Sipahdar to give him that concession, but M. Ruete told 
M, Pokleweki that lie replied to thoefc. gentlemen that " he did not cure for;concessions 
obtained in that way, and hr- went on to say that. he intended to tell his board sn 
Berlin, whither lie is going in u few days, that while he thought tbal a bank might 
find business enough to pay i(s way, the state of the country was eo bud ihat collections 
would be unworkable for some years t.o come. 

Then remain* the so-culled internationui ayndicate, <if which a loprcsentalive 
Mr. Osborne—ie still in Teliram Ho eorttiunes to maintain an attitude of complete 
reserve as <o ids proceedings, and i am rather disposed to think that he is merely 
waiting to sec if mulliing will turn up.

Sir, Tehran, May I5i 1910. 

THE Persian Cabinet crisis, which has lusted so many weeks, was terminated on 
the 29th April by the resumption by the Ministers of their portfolios, except that 
Sarrkr A sum! anti Sipahdar, the Ministers of the Interior mid War respectively, 
exchanged offices, th© litter retaining the Presidency of the Council, while the post of 
Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, held by Sardar-i-Mansur, was abolished. 

Sir U. B&rclav's despatch No. 45 of the 24th March contains an account of the 
original causes of the crisis, but after the presentation of the joint, note of the 7th April 
the main question at issue in the formation of the Cabinet was what the future attitude 
of Persia was to be towards Great Britain and Russia, or, in other words, what reply 
was to be made to that communication, although other issues, and in particular the 
personal jealousies of the Persian Ministers, were always present in greater or leas 
degree. On the due aid© were the violent ultra-Nationalists, headed among the 
Ministers by Sani-ed-Dowfoh and Vosscmk-ed-Dowloli, and represented in the Chamber 
by Tiiglii Ziwleh, who desired to shriek detinues at, the tyranny of the two Powers, while 
on the other were the moderate p foaderless, but rather silent mass of members of the

The two Ministers, however, were mistrustful of each other, while 
the streugth of their own position was far from assured, for Sip&hdar was alarmed at 
the threatening clamour of the ultra-Nationalists, who denounced him as the tool of 
Russia, and Sardat Assad was conscious of the jealousy which the Bakhtiari predomi- 
nance- at Tehran represented in bis person had roused among the powerful tribes in the 
south and south-west, of the Empire, and was of course aware that he could not Impi for 
long to conceal from m the Ihct that he had been privy to, and indeed authorised, the 
attempts of Satii-ed-Dnwfoh and Voasouk-ed-Dowfoli to raise a foteign loan without our 
knowledge. 

M, Poklewski and l therefore felt that it was imperative to make every ol fort to 
bring about the formation of a Cabinet, which would include Ministers who could be 
trusted to give us a satisfactory reply to the joint note of the 7th April, and wo used 
every endeavour to influence Hardar Assad aud Sipahdar to compose their own 
diflercm:! 1 * and form a moderate Ministry, to the exclusion of the ultra-Natfonalfots. 

The Ministers, however, were painfully conscious of the difficulties of the position, 
and talked constantly of retiring, Nevertheless, lor a few days, the assurances iv.e 
received from them wo™ fairly satisfactory, though they both professed doubt as to tlmfo 
power to exclude Voaaouk-cd-Dowleh ; but the mlbnnatfoni supplied \m by the- French 
Minister of the option given to M. Maurice Cbhon, of Ptuds, for a largo loan showed 
that Sirdar Assad had gone over to thu Rationalists, and at an inter view which 
Mr. Churchill had with him on the 25th ultimo ho was frankly defiant. What his 
motives were it is hard to say* Possibly he bad loeon won over by the National isle, 
for, as I learned about- that time, ho bad had frequent interviews with Tughi Zitdch, 
but I i blink it more probable that, In view of the incrcaijfngly alarming reports from 
SikUthern Ifoj'aiu, he doited to atu ngthen hR [losiii'Hi in Tehran by gaining the support 
of Llw Nationalists, M. Ppklewekl and l therefore agroed to send the two 
dragomans to Saialar Assad, just as bad been done In the cob© of Sonl-ed-ljpwlvh, to 


warn him of the danger of the course he bad embarked upon, and I especially instructed 
Mr* ('I Lurch ill to lot him understand unmistakably that if he persisted in it he might 
forIbit tls© ealfoem and conMeuce of Elis MaiestyR Ciovemment.

ihv wanung very coolly, and for the next day or two lie showed himself entirely 
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recalcitrant The information which M. Poklewski had from Sipahdar also showed that 
Sardar Assad's deflection to the ultra-Nationalists had considerably weakened the 
former's position, and we have the gravest reason to apprehend the formation of a 
Cabinet from which Sipnhdar would be excluded, or, if included, would have stood alone 
in advocating compliance with the wishes of the two Powers, Sipabdnr had indeed 
been cafed upon by the Regent-, who seemed to have had some grasp of the situation 
to form a Cabinet, but had failed completely, M, Poklewski and I, in the 
circumstances, thought that the eskentad thing was to bring Sardar Assad back into 
lino, and the best means of bringing I he requisite pressure to bear on him appeared to 
be to threaten him with tho withdrawal of the favour of Hi a Majesty's Government 
from him personally. The boast that he is able to count on our moral support has 
boon a very greet asset- to him in consolidating his position. He has tnftay enemies, 
and oven in his own tribe lhero are not a few who me jealous of him, while some of 
tin- Bakhti&ri khans in Tehran are very apprehensive of the results which his too 
aggressive policy towards the southern tribes may have for their own tribal interests. 
.4 threat to withdraw our countersnco from him was thus likely to prove an 
irresistible inducement to him to reconsider his attitude towards, the two Governments, 
but, on the other hand, J could not leave out of sight tho possible ill-effects which such 
a step might have on our relations with the I.mkhtiari, and I. therefor#, before assenting 
to the pressing j-cpreaentutioiiG of the Russian Minister of the urgent necessities of the 
circumstances, telegraphed on the 30 th April (No. 202b to ask your autlio^ily. But 
bijfoiti I received your reply Sardar Asaiitl, from whom the legation had hold studiously 
aloof for some days, and who had been soundiug las old friend Mr. Preeca as to our 
foeliiiga towards him, begun to show signs of repentance. He was, however, too far 
committed to the ultra-Nationalists to refuse to enter- a Cabinet which included Seui-ed- 
Dowleh and Yoseouk^d-Dowleh, and, ns above reported; the old Ministry was restored 
almost unaltered. 

Although the visits paid to Sftni-ed-Dowleh and Sardai Assad by Mr. Churchill 
and M. Liironowaki Imd been unofficial, the fact that strong pressure had been put by 
the two legation:# on those Ministers to influence the formation of the Cabinet was 
notorious, and tho rcconet itfttdn of the. old Ministry could not hut lie regarded—and m 
a matter of fact was Universally recognised'—as a direct defiance of the two Powers, and 
M. Boklewski and I at oucc agreed that we must ask the authority of our Governments 
to take strong and immediate stepa to counteract 5L, for with our recant experience of 
Sardar Assad's duplicity and the vmt of his col leagues, with ihe exception of Sifi-ribdar, 
frankly hostile* we were apprehensive that the Government might enter on acme 
flnamrml arrangement or grant some commsiicni which, though paobably valueless in 
itself, might have proved exceedingly erubarrasshig later. The restoration of the old 
( 'ahim:t, however, would appear to hires been a piece of bravado to save their face before 
ihe ultra-Nut ion ills ts, for ivnen M. Poklewski and E called on the Minister for Foreign 
Aflhn.s qn the 4th instant, to urge on him tho importance for Persia of establishing 
cordial and inLunate relations with the two Powers by giving us an acceptable reply 
to the joint note, wo found that he had been commissioned by the Cabinet to use 
ooncili a wry language, and, as you are aware, ho ful filled his promise of sending us a 
reply by the end of the week. 

The Persian note is, as I reported by telegraph, satisfactory only on two points* 
lmt I must confess that it is far more so than I bad ventured to hope from tho 
computation of the Ministry*

Tin - situation in the south, the main facts of winch are sufficiently related in the 
nummary, has been the cause of some anxiety to the Government, and their variation 
$hmva that they Imvr Ikm-ii very nniEmmissed in dealing with it, Sardar Assad, while 
si ill Minister of tin- Interior, seems to him thought tlait he could employ strong 
measures and depose Soidot-ed-ifowluli from the chieftainship of the Ivushgais. But 


the formation by Soulet of a kind of league with the Sheikh of H|h|mmerah and the 
vali of Puahti Rub, nitned almost undisguiscdly against the Bakhtinri predominance, 
made him hesitate, From the point of view of these chief^tlne, thews was, no doubt, 
ground for genuine uneasiness, but at the same time it may be fairly assumed that the 
author of the league, Son 1 et- ed-Dowleb t a young man of great ambition and considerable 
intelligence, saw in it a means of furthering hie own interests, and of creating for 
himself a position of influence and authority in the south, which would bo in some sort 
a counterpoise to that of Sardar Assad at Tehran. The motives of Sheikh Ktmzal and 
the vali of Fushti Kuh, on tho other hand, were probably very much what they 
pro®seed, viz., a strong hint to Sardar Assad that they would not tolerate Bnkhtiari 
supremacy, hut as it cm mot be supposed that either of tEiem wished to sec Soulqt-crb 
Do wish attain a position of great power, they cannot have contemplated giving him 
any serious support except for imperative reasons. Sardar Assad no doubt realised 
this, and saw Lbrstt the Kashgui chief must be the object of the main attack of the 
Government. Sou let's position was, however, a strong one; be is wealthy, and as lie 
had It in his power to close or keep ope a the great southern trade routes,, the merchants, 
whose interest was obviously to conciliate him, clamoured to (he Government to entrust 
the safety of tho roads to him* and ins influence in Shiraz thus became such that ho was 
able to procure tho dispatch of a telegram signed by nearly all the notables, and even 
by NnKser^ed-Dowleh, the vice-governor* praying that Zafipf-es-Sukaneh, the governor 
designate, sliuuld be recalled. 

ft- was therefore necessary for the Government to act cautiously; their {ikm, 
originally that of Sardar Assad* was to destroy Soul at's power by appointing; hi# brother, 
Zeigharti-ed-DowIeh, ilkbnni, in hla place; but they were only too conscious of their 
own weakness, and recognised that the ground must be carefully prepared for pie amp, 
or Soulet might be dnvea to open revolt. Accordingly, pacifying as.suranees, which 
had merely the effect- of confirming Sou let in his belief that he could safely defy the 
Government, were spit to him that there was no intention of supplanting him, and 
ZiiLgham was detained at Ispahan, whither lie had accompanied 7a\ ffer-es-Suit and \, while 
the latter* who is described as combining vanity, incompetence, and cowardice to ft 
degree unusual even among Persian officials, and was evidently in genuine terror of 
Soiilat, irtnvgj slowly south wards. A few days later Zeigham-ed-Dowleh followed, 
only to be ustentatEously detained at Knmiaheh, and Zatter-ea-Sulbuieh continued hia 
march far aa Abaueh. Souletfs threats Lbcreupon redoubled, aa did jiIko the 
conciliatory profoosJona of the Government, who, it is now clear, were only trying to 
gain time enough to allow Zeighnin to ^et into touch with SoufoVs enemies in Shirtiz, 
auch as the Knwanii#, and with the nort.1 iftrn sections of the Kftshgide, who had Eicon 
leiust under Sou let's influence, Zcugham-ed-Dnwldi seems to have acted with considerable? 
energy and skill at this moment, for the next news of him that readied Tehran was that 
he had u escaped JJ front Kimiisheh. Two days later he appeared, with the Imperial 
firman appointing him ilkhnni of his t-rib^ at Si vend* only three stages from Shiraz, 
with ft force of some 2 T 000 horsemen, mostly Koshgai. Soulet-ed-Duwleh on hearing 
the news, moved northwards to Goyoum, some 20 milea from Shiraz, while 
ZaElbr-es-SuEtauch resumed his march from Abadeh. Lt remains of courae to be 
aeuD what the issue will be, but there will be nothing surprising should Soulet find 
himself deatsrieil by bis tribe in favour of the new ilkhnni. With the exception of the 
trlEieH under Sardnr Arta of Mohaiumerah and the vali of Ihudst-i Kuh, the nomads of 
Persia acquiesce readily in an Impmul order appointing :t new chief, wham they regard 
rather more as a tax-gatherer in the service! of the Shah than as a prince to whom they 
owe loyalty. Boulet-ed-Uowleh, however, has raised himself to an exceptionally hli/b 
position of Into, find hiua, moreover, wen spending money lavishly, so that it is quite 
pi4.xs.ssifiles that he may E>o able to ofter resistance. In that casa 1 fear that it may be 
sumo little time befnrn the condition of Furs and the security of the sou thorn trade 
routes is in any way improved. TEie Government may be able to employ in the South 
Yefrem, and the forces that have recently been operating in Azerbaijan, hut such n 
proceeding miglil rouse the uppraheiiBious of the sheikh of Mohammemh. 

TEm Ibregoing brief sketch I venture to hope is not for from true, but the 
Iil for mat foit ibat aa leached me has been so emiilicting, and the policy of the 
Government until the last few days an obscure that I, have thought it better to refrain 
from interfereij.ee of any kind, and have confined myself to general represoatations 
against any action which would make thr condition of Fata worse than it actually i.n.

M, de Schocn went on 
to urge that in view of ibis assurance: die two Powers should abstain from pressing the 
Persinu Cabinet In ike matter of concessions^-nr word* to that effect.; and ihn 
telegram roimlnded by slating that ihe Germln Secretary iif State was impalienily 
awaiting si reply to lin- present representation, Although 1 waa only able to look

through the document quickly, I have no doubt that, the above is a fairly accurate 
rendering of the passages quoted, 

M, Isvobky at that time believed that the two representatives had not yet made 
the joint communication to the Persian Government which had been agreed upon, and 
was anxious at the last moment to abandon the proposed communication m writing 
and substitute For it a verbal declaration by the representatives, which lie thought 
would lie less likely to be displeasing to the German Government. Ho remarked that 
M. do Sehoen had now given ns assurances, which were of great importance, and he 
dwelt on ihe advantage of avoiding, if possible, action which might lead Germany to 
recede from these assurances. Aesterdav, however, when I again saw his Excellency, 
he had learnt that the joint communication in writing bail actually been made, and 
appeared rather doubtful as to what would be Ihe result, i read to him Count 
de Salia f telegram Xo. 33 of the 24th instant, giving an account of a conversation with 
lire German See re I ary of State, with which M. I&volsky seemed highly pleased, and 
at the same time slightly pulled, There is evidently a certain difficulty in reconciling 
tlie language used by M, do Sckoen on the 24th instant to Count de Sails, when he 
expressed himself as satisfied for the moment with the explanation! given by the two 
Powers,, with the fact, that one or two days earlier ho was pressing Count Ostein Sackon 
for a speedy reply to his representatbnn regarding the action which the two Powers 
were taking in Persia—since when no further explanations appear to have been 
conveyed by either of the two Rowers to the German Government. M, Isvolsky 
remarked that, as a faint, the attitude of Germany appeared to have become rather 
more conciliatory in the last few days.

Moriey is not, as at present advised, prepared to support their recom¬ 
mendation* He is, on principle, averse to any further military intervention'—or to 
anything that could he represented us military inter vention-g^in Southern Persia, And 
ho is also of opinion that if the country between Bunder Abbas and Kerman is seriously 
disturbed it is unsafe to send up ko small a force, and if it is not seriously disturbed it 
is probably nut necessary to do so. 

As regards tbs strength of the Shiraz escort, Lord Morley agree* with the Govern* 
mcint of India that its reduction is not desirable, even if it were practicable in the 
present condition of the road, and he will await their recommendations as to the 
strengthof the delenoes of tbe consular buildings.

A a regards (I), (hey proposes to consult the local aul borides, and we might await 
the result of their enquiries before giving an opinion. 

As regards (2), serious disturbance, if il exists in the Kerman district* might 
render the dispatch of :i small force unsafe, while in its absence the necessity for such 
Ei atep might lie doubtful. At the same time* further i n ili inrv i n terven L ion * if avoidable, 
is to lie deprecated, mid, moreover, it would seem well Lo give the Persian Government 
time to do something themselves towards the restoration of order on tI lo southern 
roads, which limy have recently shown a disposition to attoinpi, An increase might 
sdso have die effect of retarding the withdrawal of the Russian troop a now in 
northern Persia. 

As regards (3)j curing to tho dangerous state of the Shitez-Bushirc road, 
withdrawal would probably bo Impracticable in any case,

I MAV I'j die honour to acknowledge the cccoipl of your despatch No, 3a of the 
Ithli ultimo enek^ing, with referenco lo my despatch No, 00 of the 27th April 
IlihI. three memonmda on the negotiations concerning the Turco-Persian frontier 
since 1843. 

In accordance with dm suggestion contained in your despatch above mentioned, I 
railed on any I nrkish colleague, Assim iky, this morning, and, after discussing various 
otlicsr subjeete, I referred Lo what lie had said Lo me sonic time ago on the subject of 
Russian uct.iou in Azerbaijan, I said that if we had nor then been interrupted I 
should Rave teld him frankly that I was under the impression tkit rhe Turks hud been 
h>r years encronehiug upon IVrsiun territory. 1 had since studied correspondence on 
ilie subject extending ns far back as 1843, and I found that 1 was quite correct ill 
believing that Turkey had for all d i.eso years been continually encroaching. T 
supposed that Assim Buy weis acquainted with the map showing dm Turkish claims in 
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1S43, and with the map drawn up in 1350, which defined a neutral zone within which 
the frontier Line was to be drawn, I now found that, according to our informal;ion, 
there were Turkish troops close to Urumia, at Mergavot, Solduz, in the Lahidjan, at 
PasEovtf, and at oilier places, most, of which lay to the east of the neutral zone and of 
the lino showing the Turkish claims in l£|3. The latest forward movement had 
begun under Abdul Hamid* and we had hoped that it would have ended with him- 
Aieiim here said a retrograde movement had been made after the establishment of 
i he constitutional regime. I replied that I was aware of that, but that \ found that 
the Turkish jjosts had since been pushed forward further than ever before. Assim 
admitted the fact, adding quietly; " You see wa ware afraid of Russian aggression, we 
could not allow Uiisata to creep round us. It was absolutely necessary for ua to 
seize certain strategic positions, and we have done so,” I pointed out that the 
Turkish troops had commenced their encroachments before Russian troops had 
advanced into Persian territory, and that consequently Turkey could not plead that 
the action of Russia had led to theirs. Me and his Government were aware that our 
agreement wi th Russia was based on the integrity of Persia, which we were keenly 
interested in maintaining. Russia had sent troops "to protect her subjects at a moment 
of great danger. Thore had been, it was true* some delay in withdrawing them* but 
it seemed to me quite possible that the attitude of Turkey on the Persian frontier 
might have been a cause contributory to this delay. 3 impressed upon Assim Bey 
that, in my personal opinion, he and his friends were going the wrong way to work; 
and Miat tWr case was quite mdc fens! I do. I added that if the la forma! ion received 
at Constantinople as to the exact position of the Turkish, troops did not agree with 
that received by the British, Russia a, and Persian Governments, far the best thing 
for 1’urkey to do would be Lo agree to au enquiry on the spot by a commission <3 
delegates of the countries interested t with a view to the ultimate del imitation of the 
-frontier. It was dangerous for Turkey to leave ibis old sore open. By general consent 
TqyUi&y #s being given time to put Its internal affairs in order. Turkey should use 
the respite with this object, and not in order to encroach on her neighbours, and to 
seize strategic positions iit view of possible action on the pail of Russia. By so doing 
bis Government appeared to mo to have put Ihcmaclvcs absolutely in the wrong, and 
to bo going to meet the imaginary danger they feared. 

Assim Bey listened to what I said attentively and seriously, J was careful 
L-lm.HigbouL to speak eis though expressing merely my persona! opinion, mid. ns, both 
the conversations 1 haw reported won: entirely private, i trust that they may be 
regarded as such, and thjjj Assim Bey’s name may not be mentioned, 

J only reported the previous conversation as il appeared to me probable that 
Assim Boy was acquainted with the real motives of the policy of his Government, and 
that Ministers iu Constantinople might not venture to apeak so freely as ho has 
done, 

E trust that I have dealt with the subject, in accordance with your wishes, and that 
if I. have succeeded in making an impression on Assim Bey it may have a. good effect 
on his political friends in Constantinople and elsewhere.

Sir, jJassoreift, May M, 1910. 

AS reported in my te Ingram No. 2-3 of the Stfei May, Haji Rais called on meo;ir 
13>o 7th May after his interview with the) acting vail and informed me that the latter 
had shown him the conversation, ns recorded in the telegraph office, between himself 
and the vali. The vali said ho was glad lo negotiate with Haji Reia* that he wished 
no ill to the sheikh personally and did not want Lo offer ham any indignity, but laid the 
whole blame on Mohammed Che nan. He said they were both governors of their 
respective districts, and nil ho wanted from the sheikh was for him to keep his followers 
from causing disorders on Turkish territory, and not to conceal or protect criminal b, 
who escaped from Turkey to Mohninmorab, but to hand them over to justice. He 
wanted nothing more. 

This seems a reasonable attitude, and I told Haji Reis so. Ho quite agreed and 
said the Persians were ready to do that. 

As reported in my telegram No. 24 of the 9th May, the vali emphasised his 
desire in effect a reconciliation with the sheikh without the intervention of a third party, 
mooning the consulate. He also said he was willing Lo accept the sheikh's Hole 
assurances in regard to the preservation of order and the surrender of crimiusds. 

Haji Reis then told the acting vali that the shaikh would carry out this under¬ 
standing us regards the future, and asked what the Turks required in regard to pending 
questions :— 

1. The Mena wee incident. Three persona out of six asked for by the Turks were 
actually under arrest at Mu harm no rah, and would be handed over, and thov were looking 
for the others, 

2. The murder of ('Uieltnuraii. The PereiajiB regretted his death us much as the 
Tur ks, as he had been a friend of I heirs and was useful to them, and if the murderer, 
who is known, was hi Arabistim he would be arrested by the sheikh and given up, or 
d'they ascertained that lie was on Turkish territory they would inform the vali of his 
whereabout#, 

■b The cane of Mohammed Cheiuui. For reasons already stated the sheikh could 
not Huvrcindcr Cbontut. The acting vali proposed sis a compromise that, the sheikh 
sbouli! remove Illeu from Zeiii, and Hot lot idm return to Turkey, and appoint another 
agent, in liis place. Haji Reis sail I that was all very well now, mit the Turks ought to 
have madi.i that proposal tefore bombarding Lhe sheikh's property at Zdu, The acting 
vail admitted if. would have been the bettor course. Haji Reis said ha would induce 
the sheikh to agree bo this solution, but be must consult him, and in the meantime the 
acting vuli was to communicate the proposal to the vali for his approval. 


On the £Lh May, Haji Iteis received private information that orders had r^ge-tiud 
Shamil Pasha, tin.: mUi|ary commandant at Bussoiah, Le arrest him* and that he should 
at once return to Midiauiincrah as soldiers were already sent out bo eutch him, 1 said 
I did not believe the Turks were capable of such a breach of faith, but, as a precaution, 

I would send a ear ass with him when he went to the acting vali, and I; gave him a 
jelii-r, copy inclosed, to hand to the latter. It wfii afterwards discovered that the 
.silontii.ili-m was merely given in order to frighten Haji Reis away and so break up the 
negotiation, uiid that there was no foundation for it. Haji R|is declined to give me 
1 1"‘ mine of Ida informant, hut as tie had been calling on Soyyid Tnlib that morning, 
who uvrived by the Itussian uttaiuer 11 Tigra" on the flth May, I surmise the information 
must have come Irani him. 

Haji lieis was very anxious I should Say something specific to the Turks about the 
sheikh^ assurances from dm British t.iovemineiit. S told him 1 saw no advantage in 
using such nu argument, at Ml events at present, and I said 1 gave the acting vali 
dearly lo understand in my interview with him on ihc fith May tlij|t His Majesty'* 
(iOv eminent attached great hiiporiann- In a sa-Ulrment lucidly, and feared complications 

II it wx-iu nut effected, ns w r e laid eonfi idem hie iuh'i’efitn of a Commercial nature in 
t ml a staii. 1 added the Turks were quite intelligent enough to perceive that tlm 
slu'ikh himsclt was one of thuio interest#, and that we were protesting him ipjm/u< r te 
hy uin* in tervuistmii at tin 1 present juncture, El seemed a pity, 1 said, to uses, big nail, 
\dncli might spot- lim plank, wfiovi a tin-tuck would do lliu work. Haji Reis also 
00 ii|nlicd us as to what action the IVisians should take in regard to the two official 
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communications addressed by tho vali to r.bc Persian consul-general at Bussorah on tlna 
2t>tl■ April, making direct accusations against the sheikh and covertly threatening to 
attack Mohmnirierub, I replied that my advice was to pigeonhole the letters a]id send 
no answer 'Ut all T footed any reply might lead to u-n acrimonious correspondence and 
upset nur work of reconciliation. Haji Reis promised me to advise the Persian Consul - 
general accordingly, and I understand a mere formal acknowledgment will ho sent- 

The acting vali informed Haji Reis on the 9tli May that the vali agreed to his 
proposal about Mohammed Oheiian, whom the sheikh will remove from Turkish 
territory, appointing another agent in Ijls place at Za\n] that the questions between 
them were now settled in a friendly way, and there was nothing more. The letter 
addressed to me by the acting Vali on Lhe 8th May, in reply to mine, contained 
assurances to that effect A copy of the acting vaffia letter k enclosed, 

Haji Reis replied, if all was now over, he would like him to write to tho sheikh to 
say so, and that their disagreement had been ended in an amicable manner between 
himself and the acting vali. The acting vali replied that the sheikh should write first; 
Haji Reis then produced from hi# bag a letter written and sealed by lhe sheikh 
stating that ho had sent Jfnji Reis ns bis plenipotentiary to settle matters, and handed 
it to the acting vali, adding that his instructions were to deliver the letter only if 
mat tern were settled in a satis factory and friendly manner. The acting vali then 
agreed to give hili his tetter if he called later on in the afternoon. On Haji Reis 3 # 
calling in the evening of the same day* the acting vali told him there wus another 
question pending which must bn settled before he wrote. !t appears that shortly after 
the Zcfm incident on the 25th April a Certain tehak, an A mb, present yd a petition to 
the vali to tho effect that Haji Mustafa, Murza Hamzas head moon shoe and an 
Ottoman subject, had threatened to kill I dm in the presence of witnesses, A quarrel 
had occurred between thorn previously and Mustafa threatened Ishuk, who now went 
in fear of hi# life. He was afraid to mention the matter before, leaving the wrath of 
Mfi'EA Hamza, hut, after the Zoili affair, he [ducked up courage and denounced Mustafa 
to the vali. The acting vali said Mustafa (lad gone to Mohammerah and must be sent 
back to take biatrial in the usual way. Haji Rets agreed to attend the serai on the 
following day to gly| the public prosecutor time to make out hia papers,- $nd said he 
saw no difficulty in the surrender of Mustafa, who was a violent and had-tengued man, 
whom mo sheikh would net. protect ugniiuH the action of the judicial authorities. 

On the night of the 3 th May certain Sll-disposKt persons in Hussornli again 
endeavoured to break off nogoti;ifions by informing the Turkish authorities that the 
A rate of Sheikh Khiuuil hftd collected in Ebree and Intended to attack Bussomh at 
midnight; Tins troops were ordered out and remained under anus, patrolling the town 
until morning* and the authorities were on the alert all night. There was no Inundation 
whatever for this report, and I trust the incident may serve to allay Turkish suspicions 
against Mohat&uendi and lead the Turkish authorities u> attach more credence than 
hitherto to the assurances of the sheikh's representatives. Haji Reis warned the 
acting vrtli some days ago that attempts to alarm the population would on doubt he 
made by interested persons, who viewed the reconciliation with disfavour and sought to 
lislj, in troubled wntore. 

On the 10th May l-hiji Reis attended the Semi, anil official communications ware 
exchanged with the criminal court regarding the case of Haji Mustafa, The evidence of 
the witnesses produced for i lie prosecution wn# not cpneidered Bufficieni by the court 
to warrant criminal proceedings against Haji Mustatii, auid thv cxmrt quashed the 
charge. 

The acting vali then gave Haji Reis a letter of reonneiHathwritten In Arabic, for 
the sheikin and asked him to read it over and give him his oteecvntionm Iteji Ridas 
approved the terms olllu: letter, and admittvd the juatice of tho acting vali's ramarks in 
regard la tho futuie cmicliiet of affairs ljelwcun Uussurali and Mohammorjih. Tho latter was 
then brought to me, and 1 have the honour to enclose a translation of it- It is, in my 
opiuicni, suitable to the occasion, and is coudterl in terms Qonspnant with the dignity of 
the Turkish 1 ri^'ui'mucntt and oiVius no slight or indignity Lo the sheikh.

been talking about them for a long time. The Ottoman Government saw and witnessed 
these constant occurrences, and relied on the word and the promises which you gave. 
But, when it noticed your silence in regard to the said Mohammed Kenan and his 
unlawful he ha vimir and rebellion, it was obliged to use force. For* if tlm Ottoman 
Government notices u man on every occasion offering disloyal opposition to it on futkUh 
soil, it does not wish to see his existence there or to think about him, Bo respect must, 
be shown to the dignity of the Ottoman Government and to its excellence and its 
perfect justice, And as a proof of friendship and goodwill you must undertake first to 
surrender to the Government the authors of the incident at Menawee, and to make 
serious endeavour to pursue the. murders of Chelmemn and arrest them, and, as regards 
Mob it mmed-eh Kenan, mulch tar of Kut-el-Zein, you must, as il punid uncut, not allow 
him to sat font on Ottoman soil, and if hereafter outrages occur tut Turkish territory, 
ami It is ascertained that the perpetrator of tluin has gone to your side, and his arrest 
and surrender we demanded,, you must surrender him without any delay. This is the 
huso of the maintcnancv of out good relations and friendship and the fundamental 
condition thereof. A a id if you accept this and give your word that you will hereafter 
respect our mutual rights in the way shown, and that if any thing happens to the 
contrary you will hold the Ottoman Government excused for any action it may take— 
and be sure that you will he asked ahoui. these tilings—then there is absolutely nothing 
remaining between us to cause aversion or rancour. And yon, too, hereafter may he 
quite sure that auch regrettable incidents will not occur, and you will have no doubt 
whatever that the Ottoman Government will, in return, respect and honour van, :md 
will, besides, aid you in the accomplishment of all your lawful demands. Peuce'be upon 
you and the mercy and blessing of God.

for an advance, we should not allow them to obtain it from another quarter, unobjec¬ 
tionable on political grounds, such for instance as the financial group now represented 
in Tehran by Mr, Preece, 

The contingency_which I foresee may of course not ante* but T venture to suggest 
that it is worth while ascertaining whether, in ease it should occur, the Russian 
Government would see any objection to Mr* Pieece’s approaching the Persian 
Government with the proposals of his syndicate for an advance. 

From what I can Jenna, the straits of the Persian Government for money are 
such that the 400,000/. which the Strothcorut Syndicate propose to advance will bo a 
mere “drop in the bucket/* and it, will not bo long before the Government would he 
again looking for financial assistance, and they would then be- forced to apply to the two 
Governments. 

I should add, in reference to my telegram No. 241 of the 25th May, tat I have

BytUleging that 
ibcv are backed by Russia, these two have succeeded in collecting ti considerable force 
of malcontents, and last Sunday aUacked the town of Zinjan, but were twice repulsed 
with small loss, .... 

Menu time, acting on instructions from M, Poklewskq the Ruasum officer 
ciiiiimaTiding at Kasvm si-nt a party of sixty men to arrest Darab wherever he should 
be fountL Tim first appearance of the party was, however, unfortunate, for when the 
Governor of Zinjan sent to lhe surrounding districts for reinforcements to defend the 
town lie was told that 300 Russians were blocking the road, and the Persian local 
forces hesitated <o advance. This misnmSiTsiuuding, however, was soon cleared up 
wluai the Russian Cossacks arrived at Xmjnhi and after some parley with the governor, 
who was very unwilling to allow the Russians tu enter the town,, the Cossack* got into 
touch until Ikirab, who surrendered without resistance,, and is now on Ids way to 
Kay.via ms a prisoner.

with M, Persiani, the official at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in charge of the 
question* He admitted (hat the atdfamvni&ire had been written under a misapprehen¬ 
sion, but said the fact remained that the Russian Government would prefer that the 
proposed communication should not be made to the company until the Ministry had 
received an answer from the Ministry of the Interior to a communication which they 
had addressed to that department concerning the genera] question of the Persian 
telegraphs and the position of the company in regard tu them.

understood from him that he was communicating with M, Pokkwsky. To-day the 
Minister asked mo to call on him, and stated ilmt ho had at Iasi received a reply from 
the department concerned, I expressed my regrets that his Excellency had not been 
able to give it- to me a day sooner, and \ at once communicated to him the information 
contained in your telegram No, 31G ol the 14th June to the effect that the Imperial 
Bank anno lid Lied Ilmt tl iey could wait no longer, and that they would conclude their 
proposed contract with the Persian Government forthwith. 

M. Isvolsky then rcmm|ed me that the Persian Government had previously offered 
the contract in question to the Russian Government, and added that Mr. Mailing had 
now expressed the opinion that it ought to go to (he Russian Government. His 
Excellency asked whether I was aware ol that fact, and I said that I know Mr, Marling 
had mat!' some such recommendation, M. Isvolsky went on to + sfly that he would 
furnish me with a detailed written reply very shortly, but meanwhile he could tell me 
that the Russian Government were prepared to undertake the prompt delivery of 
50,000 rifieft, with the ammunition required, to the Persian Government on certain 
terms. They were not prepared to furnish the revolvers immediately. I enquired 
whether any Bosh pourparlers had taken place between the Russian and Peraam 
Governments lei regard to the contract since the time when the matter was originally 
discussed between them. ilk Excellency replied in the negative. 

I said that 1 foresaw great difficulties. The terms of the proposed contract 
between the batik and the Perxi&n Government might bo more favourable to the kill Gi¬ 
llum those which the Russian Government was prepared to offer. The bank might- 
in ft j rm t [is Mu j Ofi t y t Jo vert n > iont t hat they i 1 i ten d et l t o proeocn J w i th the i r cont met, 
and how were Mis Majesty’s Government to prevent their doing so?

[he case. The ligures in his pop suasion showed that the northern customs revenues of 
Persia did not afford a sufficient margin, after paying off the interest on, the existing 
Ruspada debt, to guarantee the service of the Russian share of the proposed advance, 
in reply to a question which 1 put to him* the Minister said that ha had taken into 
account (he profits of the Mint. The security was still insufficient. He went on to 
say that Russia's position was very different from that of Great Britain, The latter 
had n far smaller debt and the Gull [ports :.is security* Upon this I asked whether ho 
won ■ be satisfied if the surplus revenues from the southern as well as the northern 
customs were made jointly avnliable ns security for the service of the whole advance of 
lOOjOflOh, explaining of course that this was only a personal suggestion. He said that 
lie would b 0 perfectly contented with such an arrangement provided another point was 
settled, 'I he proposed admission into 'Persia of silver free of duty must be abandoned 
by the .Persian Government, for it would mean a reduction of the northern customs 
revenues by 50,0001* 

I at once acquainted the Minister for Fomgn Affairs of the result of my 
eon venation with M. .Kakovtzoffi M* Isvokky saw the Finance Minister rhe same 
evening, mid to-day informed rue verbally that the Russian Government agreed in 
principle to 1 lie advance suggested by Ills Majesty’s Government, provided (1} that the 
proposal to remit die duty on silver was dropped, and (2) that sufficient security was 
forthcoming for the service of the advance; Ho added that the suggestion which I 
had made to the Finance Minister as to treating the surplus revenues from the 
southern and northern customs ns a consolidated security for the whole advance would 
facilitate matters, and was acceptable to the Russian Government. I reminded him 
that the suggestion was only a personal one. 

His Excellency farther stipulated that the advance should not be granted to the 
Persian Government until the twu representatives considered that an opportune

pledged to the service of the advance as a whole, and not the revenue of the i mi them 
customs to that of the Russian share exclusively, while the southern customs were 
reserved ter the Brilish share of the advance, 

M. KokovtoulT makes the further stipulation that a recent proposed of the Persian 
Government for the free admission of silver for minting pidpQ&BE, whereby the revenue 
of the northern customs would be seriously diminished, should be dropped. 

As regards the former point, it will bo seen that Mr. Marling Has no objection lo

means of collecting the sum due in case of default on tin- part of the Persian 
Government 

As regards the proposal of the Persian Government for the admission of silver for 
minting purpose* free of customs duty, I am to observe that at present the Persian 
exchequer loses nothing by the payment of this duty, since that payment is made by 
one department of [lie adminiatratiou to another. It would, therefore, gain nothing bv 
the renjisaion of the duty, the only effect of which would lie seriously to diminish" the 
revenue of die northern customs and, coiiBeqiiently,, the amount of security which thev 
can afford. 

Sir E, Grey is accordiugly disposed, should Lord Motley see no objection, to 
inform the Russian Government that His Majesty 1 * Goveriirheut will support them ns 
their opposition to rids proposal, and he would further agree to the suggestion that 
the moment for informing tin? Persian Government that the two Powers are willing 
to make the advance should he left iq die discretion of tlicir representatives on 
the spot.

All these oilers came to nothing, for the following reasons : -- 

(dr.) Mr, Martin ElUnger, of Ellinger and Co., Manchester, to whom we suggested 
pooling before wo had put any oiler in writing, told ns (without consulting Weir s) that 
no scheme of pn'oling could be entertained unless on the miderstoadiug that we would 
share with them and (or) Weir's any Ormutt business we or they might secure in the 
future. This we declined to agree to, but we ftevortheltsa formally made the Oder to 
pool by our letter of the 12th May, and repeated it by our letter of the 21 si Slay, 

(7i,) This offer was declined on the ground of the amount offered by us hying lower 
than the pries fixed by ElUnger, which price, for reasons given in our latter of the 
28th May, is exorbitant.

On the other hand, 21 s 1 have on previous occasions explained, f do not think that 
Messrs. F. (■, 8trick and (A>. can he pernmnontly shut out of thU oxide Eiusincss, and, 
ns you are aware, it has always been my idea that 011 the expiration of the present 
contract* they would have to be Admitted, if they so desired* to a share in the business. 

[ was therefore of opinion that if we could come to some pooling arrangement with 
them now we should ho merely anticipating an arrangement which would in any case 
become desirable in the near future.

parti) uses. Something of this kind i Abound to happen if the Minn's concession ls not 
upheld, as the Persian Government will not be content during a period of two yeore to 
abstain from further sales. I regret to inform you* however, that I quite failed to 
persuade Messrs. F* t.V Strick mid Co, to adopt my views, and understand that they 
insist upon confining any futh linement to our quantity of G,GOO tons and 5,000 tana, 
and intend to Compete with ns for future business, 

As L consider such an arrangement quite impracticable, I reluctantly informed them 
that on these lines further discussion wac useless. The arrangement made with them 
to suspend idlers or sides terminated at my last interview, and both parties arc now 
tree to act a a they please.

In the course of the interview, Herr lluete went on to say that an internal loan m 
Per^iEi was bn possible. Money could not be raised by that means. 

In view of Germany's retreat, Persia would now be obliged to borrow from Russia 
and England. He then proceeded to speak in strong terms of the obstacles placed by 
Russia in the way of international trade with Persia through Russian territory. 
Russian policy in this and in other respects iiiu^t also in the l°ng run be hajinful il> 
the 1 iiited Kingdom, while there w$h ample room. in (he Near and Middle East for 
the CO'ops rati on of German interests, especially with refercnee to thy Bagdad Railway 
iltd the irrigation of Mesopotamia, Wore there no statesmen in either country who 
were capable of adopting a bold and far-seeing policy in these mattes V 

Si err luiete'e views in this respect, which arc more or less endorsed by the 
L- Mhudmer Ncuefile Nuehrichtcn,’' arc pflirhapS not unworthy of some note, in ^icw 
of the position taken up by high authority in Berlin that ■( human public opinion 
ivould not accept :i co-operation of the two countries which would be acceptable to 
Great Britain, unless a substantial quid pro tpto were forthcoming in regard so matters 
iincofpectod with (he East. The 14 Munchner Neueste Nnchrichteu 11 is understood to 
be in fairly close touch with the Foreign Office by mennK of a correspondent iti Rerliu, 
Professor Fruncke, who is also tho channel by "which IH&pirei 1 news sft com I nun kilted, 
from tinii" t■ lime to the Sl Hutu burger Froindciibliili. It may be presumed, hi>wcocj, 
in view of (ho strictures on tho incoiiHistemey of the Imperial [foreign Office aa^regards 
its policy in Persia, that on tho praseut occasion it was not acting in conjunction with

The Deutaeii Bank, through tlm channel of the “VosBj^he Aeitung. hae 
hastened to disavow riuv coni ice Lion with llerr Undos remarks on Gorman policy, 
though it states, howiver, that it, k in some doubt as to whether the views in question 
arc really those of Herr lluete, or of the newspaper reporter who possibly tailed to 
grasp tho purport of what was said to him.

WE have given very careful consideration to your letter of tlio 3 tot- May on the 
subject of (ho rights of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and ourselves under the 
contract for shipment of red oxide from Hormuz, ami dealing generally with the 
position which lias arisen, and, we now write for the purpose pf submitting to you the 
views of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and ourselves, and to ask respectfully thru, diey 
rnay receive special consideration after all that has taken place in the course of our 
numerous communications with the Foreign Office, the India Office, and the Dom'd of 
Trade, extending as far back as July 1906. . , 

Down to a comparatively recent, date tho right of the Mnin-ntr 1’ujjar to a 
concession in perpetuity was not only not called into question* but was expressly 
affirmed on several occasions by the Foreign Office. 

Tn proof of this we venture to remind you (hat in 1907, wheat, with the active 
encouragement of the Foreign Office rind the India Office, we were endeavouring io 
form an English company for the purpose of taking a lengthened contract from tho 
Mum and securing a monopoly of ihe- mining of oxide from Hormuz, h was a vital 
condition of the success of the scheme that we should be able to give assurances that 
the Mnin’e concession hod been granted in perpetuity. We had correspondence and 
interviews on the subject at that time with the Foreign Office, and on the 18th January, 
19t),S, we received a letter, which we were to treat as private and confidential, and to 
be shown only to persona whom the Government might approve, in which the following 
asK-unmet was given with regard to the Main’s title:— 

" That, so far as Hie Majesty's Government are aware, the concession to the Mom 
is in perpetuity. The firman and rescript confirming it have been Been at the British 
Legation at Tehran." 

On the following 9th April we asked for and on the Tth May wo received the 
permission of the Foreign Office to give to Messrs. Andrew Weir and Go, inspection 
of the above letter of the 18th January, the object in view heitig to place that firm m 
possession of the informal ion which would justify us in proposing that they should 
enter into a contract, with the Mum and the Mum on bis side m making such a 
contract. 

We respect tally submit that both in our efforts to form a company ahtl subsequently 
(when in consequence of Messrs.]! G. Strict and Uo.'h antagonism to that scheme it 
was found impraeticable) in the negotiations which resulted in the contract made with 
Messru. Andrew Weir and Co* and ourselves for a term now running we were 
absolutely justified in supposing that the Mims's concession was in perpetuity, seeing 
that His'Majesty’s Government hud verified that fact by actual inspection through 
their Minister of the documents constituting the. Muirdft title, and it is a fact that the 
Muin’s contract with Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co* and ourselves was entered into on 
the faith of tho existence of a concession in perpetuity and on the assurances that bad 
been given to us from Lime to time of the benevolent protection of His Majesty's 
Government to the Mum-nt-Tiijjar and the rights oT British subjects under tho 
contract* 

Io the spring of 1009 the Mum-ubThjjur wau threatened with dtaturtameu of hk 
rights. This was due to the action of the Nationalists, and tho alarm then felt had 
reference to forcible violation of the Muin's rights and of the rights of Mes&ju. 
Andrew Weir and Go. under their contract with him. Although die obligations 
iissumed in the letter of the 3rd May, 1909, to which reference has hcen made in 
previous correspondence, were specially applicable tp the iiitvrfureace with our righto 
caused by the NationrdisU, our nttnntion was then drawn to i ha fact that we had not 
notified His Mujoftty's Government that tho contract between ilm Muin-nt-Tujjar, 
Messrs. Andrew Weir and Go., and ourselviis gave Mcusrs* Andrew Weir and Co. the 
monopoly rights to the oxide during the currency of the contract, unci we consequently 
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asked in our loiter of the 1st May, 1009, that- Sir George Barclay might be advised of 
this, as it would be very injurious to the intercuts of W GftnJSed if oxide were allowed 
in be removed from the island by any other tli.an ilie Ihtin-tLt-TujJor or Messrs. 
Andrew Weir and Co. n unci that our rights were then still fully recognised by Ills 
Majesty's Govonmuml and regarded af under rlieir protection is clear from the 
following letter of the 5th May, IMOtt, written to a incmher of our firm by Mr, 
Mai lot:—■ 

“ In reply to your letter of the 1st instant, 1 am directed by Secretary Sir li. !Frey 
to iufomi you that a telegram bus been sent to His Majesty’a Minister at I’ehmn 
stating that yjbw iii'o desirous that he should he infonned that by their contract willi 
ilie Muiii-ut-Tiijjur p Messrs, Andrew Weir and Co. have- acquired the monopoly of (lie 
sale of oxide extracted from Hormuz Island, aufl ibnt British interests frouid be injured 
if oxide wore removed from island by any party other than Messrs. Andrew' Weir 
:md Co. or the Huiu-ut-Tujjar. 11 

(j[i the 31st August, 1909; we received a tetter from the Foreign Office, winch 
intimated thal the Muin’a eoiujession appeared tp be in imminent danger, and that 
Sir George I hi relay, by instructions of the Secretary of State, was doing all be could 
on thy Main's behalf, and, even if his efforts proved unsuccessful would endeavour to 
protect the rights of Messrs- Andrew Weir and Co. under their contract with us. 

Down to this date* therefore, there was no question as to the Muhn’s concession, or 
as to the legality of his contract with Messrs, Andrew Weir and Co., or as to the 
intention of His Majesty's Government to eqtomue to do, as they hud done in Lhe past, 
nil they could to protect the Mura 1 9 concession ; and so matters stood until the following 
April, when wo learnt that a sale of oJlOf) tons of oxide from Hormuz had been made 
by the Persian < b were meat at 45 b. a ton, and upon out bringing this to the notice of 
the Foreign Oil ice wo received a reply, dated the I2ih April lust, to the direct that die 
report was substantially correct, a did that lhe Persian Govvrnintito laid decided ihsiL 
the MninV eonoassion wm* invalid, and had declined bis application 4 for a runewal. 
hi the siinii’ letter it h mentioned that Sir George Barclay had boon informed that His 
Majesty's i hiVornment emdd out object to the proposed sale of oxide, " provided that 
ilm legitimate interests of Air, AVcir were not thereby injurad," although I Sis Majesty's 
{ fovertniiouf' and Sir i foorge Barclay wen" ;it that time wjell aware that by their 
contract with (he iMuin-ul-Ttijjar, Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. had acquired the 
monopoly of the Rain of lhe oxide extracted from Hormuz Island, and ihut their 
iniLirejits would be injnrt-d if 11 my wore removed fmm ihe ialuiul by any olln.-r 
party. 

Wl■ need not all tide to tho letters that pp^&ed between that lime and yam- letter 
of lhe AM si May, lo which wti are about to refer, beyond saying that tho letters 
received from the foreign Ollkiu during this. period between April and May indicate 
HO Li'rempt nor desire on the purl of liis Majesty's (tovormnont to prevent tho 
violation of our rights, and that, buyoml informing ibe Persian Govern in fml that they 
wi.nhd bu held responsible for our damages, it was not Lhought accessary or practicable 
to do anything. 

Your letter of the 21a t May now qualifies the obligation of llis Majesty's Goveru- 
1111 • ei 1 U? iiitorveim on behalf of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. against lhe action oj the 
Persian Guveriijnenl iu entering into the recent agreement wilh Mr. Strict by the very 
impurlunt words, “suplosing; that the Mum was within his rights in making thu 
eon tract wilh that firm," 

Wi’ veil lure Lo suggest that this expression must have been used in forge! fulness 
of tho ciranJijKUmees under which previous assuranees of IEMajesty's Govcrmueto 
were given with regard to lhe contWMhiou itself. As wc have ativady rIiowji, assurances 
as Lo the concession, founded upon actual inspection of tho documents, were given to

Government had interests 
independently of tho interest His Majesty's Government always takes in the enterprise 
of British subjects, and we cannot For one moment suppose that the support which was 
accorded for that reason will lie withdrawn now merely because a British subject lias 
secured a contract with (he PerMau Government in violation of the rights of Messrs. 
Andrew Weir and Co* and ourselves, which were known to him, and that consequently 
His Majesty’s Government has no longer any interest, to serve hi giving us the support 
which has been given in the past and was so explicitly and frequently accorded when 
we were endeavouring to make an&bgemeiits for keeping the business hi British bauds.

Ills_Majesty's Goveiniuentt in tho year J9Q6, avowed 
a decided proferai.ee thar Die oxide bu.ntue^e should contiimn in lhe hands of 
Messrs, K U Slriek and Ca (Limited), instead of being placed in those of 
Messrs. And row V. eir and Go., and, iu order to meet Dieir wishes, not only did wo 
tiy to make a contract with Mc&arw LG G. Striek and Co., but the lato Mr, Wilson Fox 
alsit iril'd, Mid had several interviews with Messrs, K G. Stiick and Co. for this 
purpose.

equitably uphold ibo action of the Pare i an Government and their right to grant a 
contract to Mr, S trick. 

In conclusion, we b|£ jto submit the enclosed slatenratfs showing the damages 
sustained by Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and ourcelves respectively owing to the 
breach of the contract dated the 4th Decembers 19 US, to which this letter refers, and 
wo ahull be happy to give any explanation or further information with regard to them 
that you may desire.

The Ambassador adds that the above proves the good tnteni ions of the Regent 
and elates that the views of the Sipatokr, having no political value, he is only sending 
them by letter.

Aa regards security, Lord Murky accepts tho arrangement- that the revenue Of Use 
whole of the Peraifil customs should ho pledged to tho service of the entire advance, 
but be would suggest that it should be made clear that ihe prior lien on the southern 
customs of the earlier loan of Mis Majesty 1 * Government (SS^OGO/,) and of the debt of 
the Imperial Hank of Persia will in no way be affected by the present joint advance 
—in other words, that none of the receipts of the southern, customs should be applied 
to its service until the service ol the other obligations has been fully discharged. It 
eeemss moreover, 0 ! great iuap|ftauee that tho accounts iu respect o£ the advance—of 
payments of interest thereon and of rcpaviuenls in respect of capital—should be kept 
distinct from those of the loan of 1903 and Lilt) Laud that instructions in tins 
should be issued to llis Majesty's charge d'affaires at Tehran. 

Lon! Movlcv agrees that, if the prior liei already held on the southern customs by 
Hia Majesty 1 * Government and rbn Imperial bank be preserved, tho " qupef-lbed ” 
charges on thtf whole of the customs of Persia may be made permanent and he secs no 
objection to the suggested intimation to the Russian Government i.lint Mis Majesty s 
Government will support thorn Eu their opposition to 1 lie proposal of the Persian
